Late News 


New School for Islington 


PLANS have been completed for a new 
7-storey school for Islington. . Work on 
the school, which will cost more than 
£250,000, is expected to begin in the 
spring of 1962. 

The building will be on a site at 
the junction of Packington-street and 
Preband-street, Islington, and will incor- 
porate the present Tudor School. The 
school will provide facilities for 1,300 
pupils. There will be two lifts, each 
capable of carrying 60 children, a swim- 
ming pool, and two fives-courts. The 
architects are Messrs. Scherrer and Hicks. 


Minoru Yamasaki at the RIBA 


THE HENRY JARVIS HALL at the RIBA was 
filled to capacity on November 15 when 
Mr. Minoru Yamasaki, the American 
architect, delivered the annual ‘ Marley’ 
lecture sponsored by the Yerbury 
Foundation. Mr. Yamasaki spoke about 
his architectural beliefs and illustrated his 
ideas with lantern slides of his own work. 
The diversity of the architect’s activities 
was shown in the many types of building 
illustrated, ranging from a complete 
American university, an airport terminal 
in Saudi Arabia, to an exhibition in India. 
Other projects included a church, a 
school, a museum, prestige buildings 
illustrating the properties of concrete and 
aluminium, flats, institutional buildings, a 
warehouse and an office block. 

Mr. Yamasaki makes full use of the 
most up-to-date design and construction 
techniques, including precast structural 
units and prefabricated shells. The grace- 
ful curves of his shell structures, the 
much simplified fan vaulting given added 
effect by the ingenious use of monotone 
colouring and natural lighting, and the 
clean spaciousness of his designs were 
much admired. The American architect 
places great importance on fully integrated 
recreational and ‘rest’ areas and well- 
laid out gardens. A fine example 
of this was shown in his airport terminal 
in Saudi Arabia which is built round an 
oasis. 

Mr. Yamasaki’s designs for buildings 
in countries of extreme climatic changes 
were undoubtedly influenced by tradi- 
tional native usage, a tribute to his under- 
standing of the temperament of the local 
people and his profound knowledge of 
the architectural character of the area. 
His buildings therefore seem admirably 
suited to those who have to use them and 
may suitably be described as ‘ machines 
in which to live, work or play.’ The 
architect has considered aesthetic effect 
and functional necessity, not in extremes, 
but in a moderated form. The panel of 
British architects who afterwards dis- 
cussed Mr. Yamasaki’s work included 
Mr. Bryan Westwood, FRIBA, and Sir 
Hugh Casson, MA, FRIBA. Extracts from 
the lecture and the subsequent discussion 
will be given more fully in a future issue.

New Wine in Old Bottles 


IT MUST OFTEN SEEM to readers that the art of archi- 
tecture, Micawber-like, is waiting for something to turn 
up. Each new project that comes before the public eye 
is hailed as the opportunity for the true twentieth-century 
building to emerge. After the usual jockeying an architect 
is appointed, and his design appears at last, only to be 
dismissed by critics, either as striving after too much 
novelty or as being dull and cliché-ridden. By the time 
the building has been carried out its lessons, whether of 
warning or example, go unheeded, for something newer 
is already round the corner. Architectural education 
suffers from the same frustrating restlessness. Each new 
committee of inquiry, each new conference, is destined 
to produce the report to end reports. Each is dismissed, 
as visionary or pedestrian; and the reform it sponsors has 
no time to take effect before some fresh revolution is afoot. 

Thus we turn expectantly towards the Chair of Archi- 
tecture in the University of London to hear the new 
Professor, Richard Llewelyn Davies. His inaugural paper 
is, indeed, forceful and imaginative. He cites Vitruvius 
and praises Wren, the ‘ universal man’ of the Renaissance. 
Quoting Viollet-le-Duc he castigates the old Ecole des 
Beaux Arts system. He excuses the apparent failure of 
the Bauhaus. He roundly condemns all schools of archi- 
tecture as they now exist; the knowledge they offer is 
incomplete, and their teaching methods are eccentric. 


And he is ready with his remedy. He would now sharpen 
the distinction between theory and practice in all aspects 
of architecture and building studies. He would concen- 
trate the Bartlett School on theories, leaving the student 
to learn practical applications ‘ during his early years of 
practice, after leaving school.’ His curriculum would in- 
clude the principles of the anatomy, physiology and 
psychology of the ‘special senses,’ of geography, 
economics, physics, chemistry, the mathematics of 
engineering design and the history of architecture as a 
branch of art history. He excludes the theory of design 
because he questions its existence as a separate and 
tangible subject, but he would include the theory of com- 
munication so that his students can express their designs 
not only by drawing but in words. 

The undoubted proposition that architectural design 
must be founded on systematic knowledge, that is to Say, 
on science, should not need to be restated; but the present 
uncertainties in architecture and architectural education 
make such a restatement necessary, and we should be 
grateful to Professor Davies for his pronouncement. One 
reservation only need be made, but that a vital one. Too 
great an emphasis on theory may insulate the student 
against that very sympathy with men and things that Pro- 
fessor Davies rightly recommends. The store of know- 
ledge is now so vast that students must be taught to be

selective. Enthusiasm for the newest theory must not 
obscure the older kind of knowledge that can still serve 
the old unchanging human needs—needs that are simpler, 
and yet more subtle, than might be thought from listening 
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to Professor Davies. Such older knowledge can be 
acquired in practice as well as in the lecture room. To 
reject it merely for not being new is, one would think, 
to be truly unscientific. 


Building Regulations 


THE PUBLIC HEALTH BILL, published on November 10, 
promises to make a significant imprint on the annals of 
building regulations. It provides for the making, by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, of regulations 
which shall (with the exception of London) replace the 
building by-laws at present made by borough and urban 
and rural district councils; these councils will cease to 
have power to make such by-laws though the administra- 
tion of them will remain vested in the local authorities, 
as will their enforcement. 

In addition, modifications are proposed in the present 
system of relaxing particular building requirements to 
meet special circumstances, and this power to relax will 
be in the hands of the Minister or the local authority. 
The building regulations will themselves lay down for 
any given requirement whether the power is exercisable 
by the Minister or the local authority. A developer whose 
application for relaxation is refused by a local authority 
may appeal to the Minister. 

The Bill makes provision for the appointment of a 
Building Regulations Advisory Committee whose duty it 
will be to advise the Minister on the exercise of his 
powers to make such regulations and on related subjects. 
This step should be approved by architects and structural 
engineers who will now have assurance that the results 
of current research into structures can be absorbed into 


current practice without unreasonable delay. Builders, 
too, as the assemblers of structures, will gain from a 
uniformity of regulations where, as at present, they have 
often been hampered when working away from base by 
varying and conflicting requirements. 

It should not be necessary to repeat, for the benefit 
of the future Advisory Committee, that there is a strong 
case for laying down the requirements sought rather than 
to set out precisely how those requirements should be 
fulfilled. So rapidly do new developments arise, that 
by-laws of the latter nature could well be out of date 
before the text is printed. 

We welcome this section of the Bill; less so that clause 
(No. 49) which gives local authorities powers to make 
provision for the utilisation of parts of parks, playing 
fields, open spaces (but not commons), etc., as parking 
places, either above or below ground. The fact that this 
section does not apply to London does not make it more 
acceptable to the public at large, nor will the provision 
that not more than one-eighth of the total area of the 
playing field or open space may be so used, calm the 
fears of those users and planners who already know the 
shortage of open space within the boundaries of towns 
and cities. We shall expect that this part of the Bill 
will be thrown out; not even the intention that in case 
of dispute a local inquiry may be held makes it tolerable. 


Rebuilding Covent Garden Market 


ing activities under the unified control of a public autho- 


THE PROPOSAL in the Covent Garden Market Bill, which 
was published early last week, to perpetuate the fruit and 
vegetable market on its present site in the heart of central 
London must cause dismay not only among architects and 
planners, but among all who are concerned at the ever 
increasing congestion of the London streets. However 
efficient the organisation and buildings of the new market 
may be, the problem of large numbers of heavy com- 
mercial vehicles having to enter and leave the Covent 
Garden area must remain, as anyone who has seen the 
daily delays to traffic in any of the main thoroughfares 
bordering the area caused by the passage of lorries having 
business in the market will testify. The position can be 
the better appreciated by reference to the map on p. 934. 

The object of the Bill is unexceptionable, that is, to 
create a streamlined and modernised market in which 
traders can have all the benefits of a rational layout and 
the whole range of up-to-date mechanical and storage 
facilities. This will enable the market to handle a greater 
volume of business more speedily and economically. So 
far so good. It is when we come to the next phase, that 
the Bill will ‘ get rid of the intolerable delays now caused 
by congestion in and around the market’ that we part 
company with the Government in their proposals. ‘In 
the market,’ perhaps, but in the case of ‘around the 
market,’ this would seem an object impossible of attain- 
ment, for the reasons already stated. Here the only 
alleviation could come if the Government’s hopes were 
realised of an increase in selling by sample, but the benefits 
to be derived from this are at least problematical. 

This reorganisation and modernisation of the market 
can only be achieved, it is stated, by bringing the market- 


rity. It is accordingly proposed to establish a Covent 
Garden Market Authority, whose members will be 
appointed by the sponsor of the Bill, the Minister of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food. The Authority will 
acquire the market properties now owned by Covent 
Garden Market Ltd., which include the five main market 
buildings. Their duties will include the eventual rebuild- 
ing of the market, either on the present site or on a new 
one, within the Covent Garden area. They will also pro- 
vide facilities for the storage of containers and bulk pro- 
duce outside the area, on a site that is now being acquired 
for the purpose by the LCC at the junction of Old-street 
and City-road. In this way the Government aims to * stop 
the sprawl of marketing activities in the Covent Garden 
area and to concentrate them in such a way as to enable 
the market traders to be provided with the efficient and 
modern facilities they now lack. This in turn will reduce 
the appalling fire risk that is at present created by the 
storage of vast numbers of empty wooden boxes.’ 

The Government base their proposals on the Runciman 
Committee’s report, and no alternative site beyond the 
congested central area seems to be envisaged. But even 
at this late hour we would appeal to the responsible 
Minister, MR. CHRISTOPHER SOAMES, to give careful con- 
sideration to the type of interesting alternative scheme 
such as that suggested by MR. C. W. GLOVER, the architect 
who has recently sent to MPs details of his plans for 
rebuilding the market over railway sidings north of Kings 
Cross Station. Whatever the merits of Mr. Glover's 
scheme, his proposal for moving the market away from 
the centre of London is right in principle.

Church Architecture: A Reappraisal 


A NEED HAS LONG BEEN FELT for a 
periodical devoted to new church build 
ing and church art and decoration to act 
as a forum in which architects and the 
clergy can exchange ideas. This is a much 
misunderstood subject that needs con- 
stant clarification in the light of the 
changing character of contemporary 
worship, the specific requirements of the 
various denominational bodies, and the 
trend towards closer participation by con- 
gregations in the church service. The 
new theological, biblical and liturgical 
insights which are expressed in the 
Liturgical Movement should be discussed 
and reviewed by those responsible for 
new church buildings if they are to find 
expression in the buildings themselves. 
Supplying this need is a new publica- 
tion ‘Church Buildings Today,’ which 
will be issued three times a year, in 
October, January and April. The first 
issue now available provides an admirable 
introduction to this complex problem and 
contains informative contributions from 
architects and clergymen. The writers

Contemporary Diversions 

FOR THOSE WHO ARE CONVINCED that the 
ultra-modern artist is a charlatan and 
that his shapeless kaleidoscopes of colour 
are nothing but the manifestation of a 
ghastly nightmare may find consolation 
in an exhibition currently running at the 
Institute of Contemporary Arts, Dover- 
street, until December 3. The exhibition, 
‘ Micrographia,’ consists of two distinct 
sections, scientific micrographs, in which 
each picture carries a brief description 
of its identity, and microcompositions 
having, it is said, their own identity. The 
photographs were taken by H. W. Penn 
using an electron microscope and an 
optical microscope. The resultant images 
have been magnified 1,600,000 times. 
Here may be seen the fundamental 
mechanics of existence, the artistry of 
nature in brilliantly coloured surrealistic 
natterns. Ultra-modern art, it seems, is 
no longer the prerogative of manual ex- 
pression, since these images, though 
ready-made by nature, are interpreted in 
terms of human perception by skilled 
technicians. It seems quite uncanny that 
a lump of galvanised steel, a piece of zinc 
oxide, or a chunk of brass can, with the 
aid of scientific devices, produce patterns 
and colour and texture which may justi- 
fiably be called art. Critics of modern 
art should visit this exhibition; they will 
discover that the ‘ultra-moderns’ and 
the ‘abstractionists’ are not so crazy 
after all. 


Railway Conversion 


A SCHEME for transforming this country’s 
railways ‘from a massive national lia- 
bility’ into a new traffic system of 
reserved motor roads is described by the 
Railway Conversion League, whose 
founder was Brigadier T. I. Lloyd, in 
‘The Future of British Railways.’ The 
scheme was outlined in a memorandum 
submitted last June to the Special 
Advisory Group on the British Transport 
Commission, under the chairmanship of 
Sir Ivan Stedeford. The League’s reason 
for publishing the details now is in order 
that Parliament and the nation may have 
access to the proposals which ‘ deeply 
concern every citizen and call for bold 
and imaginative action.’ 

While there are many advocates of 
converting little or disused sections of 
railways into roads, it is difficult to accept 
the League’s drastic conclusion that ‘ the 
only solution of present traffic problems 
lies in the complete abandonment of 
trains running on rails and the develop- 
ment of the present permanent way net- 
work as a system of reserved motor 
roads.” With British Railways in the 
middle of an enormous modernisation 
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programme it would be virtually impos- 
sible for any government to abandon the 
railways overnight, but if it not 
convert us completely, the League never 
theless can fulfil a useful function by 
jolting us out of our rut (or off our rails) 
and thus stimulating fresh thought on 
transport questions.

THE CREMATORIUM, in Balcombe Road, 
Crawley, was opened in 1956 and is 
operated by the South London Crema- 
torium Company, Ltd. The site was set 
aside by the Crawley Development Cor- 
poration when the master plan for the 
new town was prepared, and consists of 
20 acres of beautiful woodland. The 
silver birches, pines, oaks, and rhodo- 
dendrons help to form natural garden 
enclosures and secluded glades, and the 
building was located in a natural clear- 
ing to avoid unnecessary felling. The 
private access road was planned to wind 
through the wood. 

The Crematorium is designed as an 
articulated group of buildings, set 
around an open-sided cloistered court, 
and comprising a large main chapel, two 
smaller chapels, waiting rooms, vestry, 
offices, transfer room, furnace room, and 
a tea room. Car parking is amid the 
trees, and gardens of remembrance are

set in an informal manner in the natural 
woods. Provision has been made for 
plaque walls and space is allocated for 
a chapel or room of remembrance. The 
Crematorium has at present been 
developed to stage one, and at a later 
date, two smaller chapels will be added. 
The furnace and transfer room are now 
adequate to serve the three chapels, and 
when the two chapels are added they 
will be part of the design, and not a 
noticeable addition. 

The office is so positioned to form a 
check fromthe 
entrances to the chapels. Corteges arrive 
under a porte cochere at the entrance to 
the main chapel. After the service, 
mourners are conducted from the 
chapel through a side door along the 
cloisters where the flowers are laid out, 


point well away 


and they can re-enter their vehicles on 
the far side of the cloistered court. The 
tea room is so placed that the public 


view from the approach road 


need not approach the chapel. The 
waiting room has windows overlooking 
the lawns and woods and a command 
ing view of the approach drive and 
chapel entrance. 

The interior of the main chapel has 
a quiet and dignified character and an 
air of lightness and warmth. Large win 
dows, set fairly high in the side walls, 
are clear glazed to permit glimpses of 
sunshine, trees and sky. The ceiling is 
of timber construction, and the three 
king-post trusses with struts in an 
unusual fan-shaped 
interest and character. The apse is 
formed with 2 in. blue-gray bricks set 
in tapestry form. The altar table is 
designed with a removable oak front, 
should a service without an altar be 
required. Flooring is grey-cream 
marbled linoleum tiles. Walls are stucco

finish and coloured off-white. 
facings are Highbroom multi-coloured 
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bricks with flush joints. 

Above the apse is a pierced timber 
screen glazed with clear glass. This 
motif is also used for the open screen to 
the organ loft and the solid screen 
behind the catafalque. 

Artificial lighting is simple and con- 
sists of a central pendant with eight 
white lamps and shades. The furnace 
room has been equipped by Radiant 
Heating Limited, and special care and 
attention has been given to the siting 
and construction of the main chimney 
which has two flues well insulated.

THAT HARDY ANNUAL, the Crafts Centre's 
Christmas Exhibition (at Hay-hill, 
Berkeley-sq., until January 14) is as usual 
a lucky dip for presents to (and from) 
discerning people. I need hardly urge in 
this connection the standards of quality 
which the Crafts Centre represents, since 
few people would choose the alternative, 
and such is the swing of interest towards 
simple hand-made things that its gallery 
is as convenient a shopping-centre as any 
other for them. 

This is a ‘selling’ 
exhibition—that is to 
say, you can take 
away your purchases 
without waiting for 
the end of the show. 
The display therefore 
changes daily, and 
although I expect 
there’s plenty more 
where it came from, 
an early visit is re- 
commended. In these 
circumstances, men- 
tion of individual 
items is pointless and 
might be tantalising, 
though a quick look- 
round suggested a 
wealth of choice in 
woodwork and furni- 
ture, printed textiles 
and embroidery, 
woven ties and 
scarves, silverware 
and jewellery, glass, 
china and pottery, 
lino-cuts, bookbind- 
ing and much else. 
Prices range reassur- 
ingly between £250 
for a splendid tallboy 
to five-bob ashtrays, 
of which few can 
have too many. 

Most of the Craft 
Centre’s regulars are 
represented, and all 
are presumably on 
tap for special orders. I thought 
a wall-hanging by Mary Patten, shaggily 
tufted in burred, confluent colours 
from yellow through reds, browns 
and purples to a subtle olive, was splen- 
did: and very charming was Lydia 
Fraser’s ‘Epiphany’—a sequined and 
tinsel - embroidered fabric picture 
repoussée, as I think it’s called. Some 
seasonably tinselled Christmas cards for 
special friends alone are worth a visit. 


Plastics at the Portal 


1 HOPE this note may be in time to call 
attention to a small but important exhibi 
tion at the Portal Gallery, 16a Grafton- 
street, W1, which closes on November 19. 
It is of designs, and suggested utiliza- 
tions, for laminated plastics, by a group 
of young designers working in Hertford- 
shire and calling themselves ‘ Danad 
Designs.’ For personal reasons not rele-

vant here, I particularly welcome their 
debut, and for un-square architects, 
interior designers and (particularly) shop- 
fitters, I believe they will fulfil expecta- 
tions raised by this most promising start. 

The event is also a refreshing one: the 
British plastics industry, with a few 
honourable exceptions, has become 
apparently moribund as far as design is 
concerned, Its preoccupation with a 
primary material sold by length and

*“decorated’ by the simple expedient of 
putting stock wallpaper patterns onto 
building-board is a classic example of the 
‘I'm all right, Jack’ approach—for 
undoubtedly there’s more money in it 
than taste. 

The difference in Danad Designs’ 
approach is fundamental: pointing out 
that decorated furniture has languished 
here beyond the point where insistent 
demand is manifest (though sporadic 
attempts have been made to exploit 
plastics in substitution for traditional 
media like mosaic, inlays, enamels and 
lacquers) the group has systematically 
explored not only what they call ‘ sympa- 
thetic graphic techniques’ but the intrin- 
sic attractions of a matt but translucent 
or opalescent surfacing. In this they have 
had close collaboration with manufac 
turers, but I suspect that the designers 
have been firm enough to call the tune, 
however harmoniously, for the techni- 
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cians. This of course is infinitely better 
than being called in as consultants to 
mop up somebody else’s indiscretions, as 
too often happens. 

In effect the group prepares its own 
designs with the size. shape and purpose 
of the specific object to be decorated in 
mind. In their execution the protected 
image bonded into the laminate seems 
to float on the surface, suggesting a 
depth rather like, for instance, wood 
veneer seen in a penetrative light. Con- 
siderable taste and inventiveness goes to 
the creating (or borrowing) of these 
motifs, both one-off and for production in 
limited, numbered ‘ editions.’ These fall 
broadly into two types—period prints of 
a justifiable chi chi, rather like the fabu- 
lous Fornasetti’s, but without his occa- 
sional pretentiousness; and less derivative 
abstractions or exercises in pure chro- 
matics. In both, the colour is subtle and 
exquisite, and even if space can be found 
for photographs here, these unfortunately 
cannot do justice to it. I understand that 
commissions can now be accepted by the 
group of eight, which includes two archi- 
tect-consultants and two _ industrial 
designers. They can be found at Marden 
Hill, Hertford, Herts.

Street Furniture on the South Bank 


CONTINUING ITS EFFORTS to encourage 
high design standards for street furniture 
the Council of Industrial Design have 
staged another open-air exhibition. A 
further object is to reduce the time lapse 
between the initial production of fresh 
models and their acceptance and subse 
quent appearance on the streets. The 
exhibition, which opened on South Bank 
‘Dome of Discovery’ site on November 
10, will be on show all the year round 
and new items will be added as they be- 
come _ available. The present items, 
chosen from the Design Index, include 
seventeen street lighting columns and 
lanterns, three bus shelters, five litter 
bins and three outdoor seats. The dis- 
play is aimed primarily at lighting engi- 
neers and local authorities and gives 
them not only a visual catalogue of indi- 
vidual items, but also enables them to 
be seen in relation to each other in a 
realistic setting. Daylight appearance is 
the main concern here, so the lighting 
columns will not be illuminated by night.

THE LIGHTING COLUMNS displayed are 
made of concrete, steel or aluminium and 
vary in height from ten to thirty-five feet. 
Both the larger and smaller versions of 
the column and Gamma lantern, designed 
by Richard Stevens and which won a 
Design Centre award this year. are on 
show. The three bus shelters are all 
made of unit parts and the form in each 
case is only one of several possibilities. 
None of these is particularly well de- 
signed and at least two have been seen 
many times before. The three park 
outdoor seats are all of the park-bench 
type in wood alone, or combined with 
cast iron or concrete. One of these com- 
prising hardwood slats of afrormosia on 
precast reinforced concrete frames is out 
standing. It was designed by Mr. L. 
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‘That Lady Chatterley verdict 
and new licensing laws! I 
suppose the next thing they'll 
want is a borough architect!’ 


Berger, the Southampton borough archi- 
tect, and is already in use by several local 
authorities. The litter bins are a selec- 
tion of those recently displayed in the 
Victoria Embankment Gardens. Mr. 
Ernest Marples, the Transport Minister, 
visited the exhibition on the opening day 
and did not leave until he had closely 
examined every item. The Minister's 
keen interest in this aspect of public 
amentity should be noted by those indi- 
vidually responsible for its application. 
There is no doubt that street furniture 
design leaves much to be desired and it 
is hoped that this display will succeed in 
its objective and show results.

Fire and Space Separation; Good Housing Design 


sir,—The paper by Mr. Langdon Thomas 
in *‘ The Builder’ of November 11 is a 
welcome indication that we may soon see 
an end to an administrative nuisance 
which frequently infuriates architects. 
This is the haphazard administration of 
those building by-laws which are 
intended to reduce the risk of fire spread 
across an open space from one building 
to another. Hitherto nobody, not exclud- 
ing the framers of the 1953 Model By- 
laws, has known the true facts about the 
mechanism of fire spread. Many local 
authority officers have had to make quite 
arbitrary decisions about distances and 
wall-surfacing materials and there is little 
uniformity of decision between different 
local authorities. 

Therefore the work on this matter by 
the Fire Research Station, as set out by 
Mr. Langdon Thomas, is a valuable effort 
at clarification. The word ‘ clarification’ 
may perhaps seem inappropriate to some 
of your readers who have waded through 
his unfamiliar arguments and tried to 
absorb his novel definitions. But the sub- 
ject is both abstruse and complex and in 
my opinion he has produced a good state- 
ment of fundamental principles. 

This is no more than a first step 
towards the establishment of sets of rules 
and an_ easily-understood procedure. 
After all, the technologies of structural 
mechanics, acoustics, heating and insula- 
tion all started in laboratories and at first 
were hard for workaday architects to 
comprehend. But in time these things 
get reduced to tables (on which Mr. Lang- 
don Thomas has made a good start) and 
to generally-accepted rules. It is to be

hoped that such rules will appear in the 
1963 version of the Model By-laws, so 
that there will be an end to arguments 
about interpretation. 

One point which particularly strikes me 
in Mr. Langdon Thomas's tables is that, 
on the whole, the safe distances between 
buildings are appreciably less than has 
hitherto been assumed.

Good Housing Design 


sir,—With reference to the letter from 
“Registered Architect’ (‘The Builder,’ 
November 4), I was pleased to see the 
decision of the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government to re-institute annual 
competitions to encourage a high stan- 
dard of design and layout in housing. But, 
unlike ‘ Registered Architect’, I was also 
pleased to see that entries are apparently 
not confined to registered architects but 
are also invited from other designers, 
among whom there must be many capable 
and experienced men, bearing in mind 
particularly those who were practising or 
employed as architects and assistants 
immediately prior to the last war, and 
who for one reason or another did not 
become registered architects. 

There are also many local authorities 
not employing an architect but probably 
producing good work. 

In my view the Minister has not missed 
a chance to dictate to the public as to 
who shall design their homes, which 
would presumably be beyond his powers; 
but has indeed made a wise decision so 
as to permit all bona-fide designers to 
submit their works, which will also 
obviate the otherwise not remote possi- 
bility of good designs being ineligible.

PHOENIX HOUSE in Queen-street, 
Hillfields, is the first of five 
similar 10-storey blocks which are 
to be built in the older residential 
areas of Coventry during the next 
fifteen months. 


Following the major residential 
development in the new districts 
on the outskirts of the city, the 
emphasis has now moved to the 
redevelopment of the older central 
areas. Two comprehensive develop- 
ment areas, Spon End and Hill- 
fields, have been approved in the 
development plan. Sites imme- 
diately available for redevelop- 
ment are restricted in character, 
and it is intended that the first 
phase of the residential redevelop- 
ment programme will proceed on 
the basis of ten- and four-storey 
blocks designed to meet differing 
site conditions and to fit into the 
future pattern of comprehensive 
redevelopment. 


The Phoenix House scheme pro- 
vides 56 dwellings consisting of 
24 two-bedroom maisonettes, 24 
one-bedroom flats and eight bed- 
sitting room flats. The main stair- 
case and lift accommodated in 
the central tower give access to 
maisonettes from balconies at 
second, fifth and eighth floors, 
and to flats by staircase from each 
of these levels. The same stair- 
case well is used for the internal 
staircase of the maisonettes. 
Stores for flats are placed at inter- 
mediate floors within the central 
tower and larger stores for 
maisonettes are provided at lower 
ground floor level; advantage 
being taken of the sloping site. 
The penthouse containing lift 
machinery, water tanks and 
mechanical equipment is designed 
to be seen from many parts of 
the city. 


All living rooms have electric 
floor heating, and a spin dryer is 
provided to each dwelling. 
Domestic hot water to each in- 
dividual dwelling is electrically 
heated, current being fed during 
off-peak hours. Kitchens to one- 
bedroom flats and bathrooms to 
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Phoenix House, Coventry

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Eire Housing Competition 


For an All-Electric House 


Winning Design, submitted by 


A. GIBNEY, ARIAI, C. GARVEY, ARIAI, and 
S. STEPHENSON, ARIAI 
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THE COMPETITION sponsored by the Eire Electricity Supply 
Board (results were reported in ‘ The Builder’ of October 28) 
was for an all-electric house costing not more than 
£3,000. This meant a limit of 1,400 sq. ft. total floor area. 
The winning solution is a glass box surrounding a core of 
bathrooms, kitchen, cloaks, etc., set in a garden courtyard 
This system allows the living area spatial continuity. 

The structure consists of light lattice girders spanning 
across the full width of the house and supported on RSJ 
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columns. Roofing is Longspan aluminium decking with an 
overlay of 1 in. softboard, and mineral felt. Flooring in the 
main areas is } in. wood block on canvas backing. Heating 
in the living room is by Thermodare pvc sheathed cable 
embedded in the floor screed. Current is supplied at off-peak 
tariff rate of 0.7d. per unit. The bathroom and kitchen have 
500 watt infra-red heaters mounted at high level. Bedrooms 
have wall-mounted oil-filled radiators. Temperatures are 
maintained at 65°F, and 55°F in bedrooms, assuming an 


heating layout 


lighting scheme 
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outside temperature of 30°F. A total output of 47,100 
BTU /hrs are required to maintain these conditions. Kitchen 
equipment consists of an oven unit, twin boiling plate, eye- 
level grill, motor for food mixer, ‘ Colston’ dishwasher, wash- 
ing machine, spin dryer, rotary ironer, ‘Tweeny’ waste 
disposal, refrigerator, electric kettle, coffee percolator, electric 
toaster, hood and extract propeller tan. The assessors were 
the Dublin architects Mr. Michael Scott, Mr. Niall Mont- 
gomery, BArch, ARIBA, and Mr, Patrick J. Corr.

WHEN ONE talks of a ‘two-hour floor’ 
there are still some architects and 
builders today who respond with a blank 
stare. The technique of structural fire 
protection is still imperfectly understood, 
not only in the building industry but by 
many officers of local authorities. The 
reason, no doubt, is that fire research, in 
the modern scientific sense, is still young. 

True fire research began only in 1935 
when the late Duke of Kent opened the 
nucleus of the present Fire Research 
Station at Boreham Wood in Hertford- 
shire. It was built by the Fire Offices 
Committee of the tariff insurance com- 
panies and staffed by scientists from the 
Building Research Station. In 1946 the 
Committee presented its station towards 
a combined effort of government and 
industry in the formation of the Joint 
Fire Research Organisation, which was 
established as a section of DSIR. There 
is still approximately equal representation 
of government and insurance on the 
board and equal financial contributions; 
hence the word ‘ Joint’ in the title. On 
November 4, Lord Hailsham, as Minister 
for Science, opened a new £300,000 exten- 
sion to the Station, designed by the 
Ministry of Works architects in charge, 
Mr. O. P. Carver, ARIBA, and Mr. M. D. 
Mitchell, ARIBA. 


The traditional notion is dying that 
when a fire breaks out in a building one 
merely telephones the fire brigade and 


then gets out as fast as possible. More 
exact knowledge and control of the fire 
problem is becoming necessary as build- 
ings get ever larger and taller. Indeed, 
the huge buildings of today and tomorrow 
can be safe only if structural fire protec- 
tion is built into them. The technique 
of protection is essentially based on the 
work done at Boreham Wood. 


A Practical Demonstration 


On November 4 visitors were given an 
interesting demonstration of the practical 
nature of the Station’s work. This was 
one test in a series which is aimed at dis- 
covering how far curtain walling may per- 
mit fire to pass from storey to storey out- 
side a building. A spectacular fire (with 
a fire load of 100,000 BTU’s per sq. ft.) 
was started in the ground floor of a four- 
storey tower. This had a curtain wall of 
timber framing faced with corrugated 
asbestos-cement sheet and backed with 
plasterboard, the interspace containing a 
plastic filling as thermal insulation. There 
was no ‘ back-up wall’ below the window 
sills as required by most building by-laws. 
As the fire grew, the glass in the ground 
floor windows broke, letting out a great 
volume of flame. Then the first floor 
windows broke and a curtain inside 
caught fire. But that was all. 

The curtain burnt itself out without 
igniting the rest of the furniture. The 
timber framing was charred but remained 
in place, as did the asbestos-cement 
sheeting. Thereafter, the fire died away.

This series of experiments seems to be 
indicating that the back-up wall, and its 
alternative the 2 ft. projecting balcony, 
represent unnecessary expense in building 
and that the by-laws need amendment. 
Another problem of the moment which 
the station is investigating is the venting 
of interiors to let out heat and smoke. 
This work has special reference to steel- 
framed, shed-type factories in which class 
of building there have been too many 
disastrous and costly fires recently. In 
many cases the interior has filled with 
smoke so that firemen have been help- 
less and the build-up of heat has softened 
the steelwork and brought it down, result- 
ing in complete ruin of the production 
process. At present fire venting is 
empirical, though generally believed to be 
desirable, and the Station is at work find- 
ing out the optimum pattern of vents. 
A matter which today is fruitful of 
much argument between architects and 
the officers of local authorities is exposure 
hazard. This is the risk of fire passing 
from one building to another across open 
spaces, involving not only distances but 
window areas and external cladding 
materials. Much work has been done on 
this in the past, but the results are in- 
volved and arguable. The Station is active 
in trying to get some rules for sound pro- 
cedure on a basis of real knowledge. 
Behind the current problems is the 
solid, steady work on the fire resistance 
of structural elements, tested under 
BS 476. The common types of floor, wall, 
partition and frame member were tested 
long ago—many before the last war. The 
test results are the foundation of present 
practice in structural fire protection. 
Recently this work has been extended 


into prestressed concrete and into the 
protection of steelwork by lightweight 
casings of asbestos, vermiculite’ or 
gypsum, and by fire-resisting suspended 
ceilings. A valuable feature of this work 
is that the Station will test (for appro- 
priate fees) proprietary commercial con- 
structions; because architects frequently 
specify such constructions by name. 
Fire-Fighting 

Another important field is fire-fighting, 
which is by no means limited to methods 
of applying water to flame. What may 
well become a revolutionary method of 
extinguishing fires in buildings was 
also demonstrated. This involves 
filling a building with a transparent, inert 
gas, so that the fire is starved of oxygen. 
An aircraft jet engine mounted on a lorry 
raised a shrill scream while belching 
forth a vast cloud which we were told 
consisted of 45 per cent water vapour, 
45 per cent nitrogen and 7 per cent 
oxygen (against the 21 per cent atmos- 
pheric air) plus some carbon dioxide. On 
this the scientists cautiously say ‘the 
initial results are promising.’ The method 
is hoped to have particular application to 
basement fires which are notoriously 
dangerous and difficult to extinguish. 

In his speech, Lord Hailsham pointed 
out that last year Great Britain burnt 
£44m. worth of buildings, goods and pro- 
ductive capacity and that 800 lives were 
lost by fire. This is the measure of the 
problem before the Fire Research Station. 
But in the reduction of these losses, 
architects, legislation and building owners 
all have parts to play. The Station can 
do no more than provide the basic know- 
ledge and indicate what should be done.

Chartered Quantity Surveyors’ Dinner 
Minister's Warning on Rising Costs and Inflation 


THE ANNUAL quantity surveyors’ dinner of 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors was held at Grosvenor House, W1, 
on Tuesday evening, with the chairman 
of the Quantity Surveyors’ Committee, 
Mr. Cyril Sweett, in the chair. 

Contrary to usual practice, the first 
toast was ‘Our Guests’, which was hap- 
pily and wittily proposed by MR. P. wW. 
GRAFTON, FRICS. He remarked that there 
was an ‘historic number’ of members 
and guests present, namely 1,066, which 
included two ladies at the top table. 

The first to respond, LORD JOHN HOPE, 
the Minister of Works, said that we 
rightly attached great importance to mak- 
ing our children literate, but as someone 
said recently it was also necessary that 
they should be numerate, that was to say 
that they should be able to handle figures 
as well as words. A literary education 
encouraged analogical thinking and this 
was certainly very important but an 
arithmetical education encouraged logical 
thinking, and this was also valuable. 

‘A purely literary education is liable to 
generate the view that the most damnable 
lies are statistics,’ said the Minister, * but 
planning and measurement depend upon 
figures and the ability to handle figures 
reliably is essential in getting things done. 
Indeed, even in forming policy it is neces- 
sary to settle priorities and this means 
comparing the likely costs of alternative 
courses of action. The importance of the 
quantity surveyor, therefore, in the build- 
ing process is bound to grow as the com- 
plexity of that process increases. 

*] understand that the Royal Institution 
has before it the report of a Committee 
which has been reviewing educational 
policy as it affects the surveying profes- 
sion, and that education was also the 
theme of the Institution’s annual confer- 
ence. I welcome the attention which you 
are devoting to this important subject.’

WHEN ONE talks of a ‘two-hour floor’ 
there are still some architects and 
builders today who respond with a blank 
stare. The technique of structural fire 
protection is still imperfectly understood, 
not only in the building industry but by 
many officers of local authorities. The 
reason, no doubt, is that fire research, in 
the modern scientific sense, is still young. 

True fire research began only in 1935 
when the late Duke of Kent opened the 

the present Fire Research 
Boreham Wood in Hertford 
shire. It was built by the Fire Offices 
Committee of the tariff insurance com 
panies and staffed by scientists from the 
Building Research Station. In 1946 the 
Committee presented its station towards 
a combined effort of government and 
industry in the formation of the Joint 
Fire Research Organisation, which was 
established as a section of DSIR. There 
is still approximately equal representation 
of government and insurance on the 
board and equal financial contributions; 
hence the word ‘ Joint’ in the title. On 
November 4, Lord Hailsham, as Minister 
for Science, opened a new £300,000 exten- 
sion to the Station, designed by the 
Ministry of Works architects in charge, 
Mr. O. P. Carver, ARIBA, and Mr. M. D. 
Mitchell, ARIBA. 

The traditional notion is dying that 
when a fire breaks out in a building one 
merely telephones the fire brigade and 
then gets out as fast as possible.

A Practical Demonstration 


On November 4 visitors were given an 
interesting demonstration of the practical 
nature of the Station’s work. This was 
one test in a series which is aimed at dis- 
covering how far curtain walling may per- 
mit fire to pass from storey to storey out- 
side a building. A spectacular fire (with 
a fire load of 100,000 BTU’s per sq. ft.) 
was started in the ground floor of a four 
storey tower. This had a curtain wall of 
timber framing faced with corrugated 
asbestos-cement sheet and backed with 
plasterboard, the interspace containing a 
plastic filling as thermal insulation. There 
was no *‘ back-up wall” below the window 
sills as required by most building by-laws 
As the fire grew, the glass in the ground 
floor windows broke, letting out a great 
volume of flame. Then the first floor 
windows broke and a curtain inside 
caught fire. But that was all. 

The curtain burnt itself out without 
igniting the rest of the furniture. The 
timber framing was charred but remained 
in place, as did the asbestos-cement 
sheeting. Thereafter, the fire died away

[his series of experiments seems to be 
indicating that the back-up wall, and its 
alternative the 2 ft. projecting balcony, 
represent unnecessary expense in building 
and that the by-laws need amendment.

The Station is active 
in trying to get some rules for sound pro 
cedure on a basis of real knowledge 
Behind the current problems is 
solid, steady work on the fire resistance 
of structural elements, tested under 
BS 476. The common types of floor, wall. 
partition and frame member were tested 
long ago—-many before the last war. The 
test results are the foundation of present 
practice in structural fire protection 
Recently this work has been extended

Fire-Fighting 

Another important field is fire-fighting, 
which is by no means limited to methods 
of applying water to flame. What may 
well become a revolutionary method of 
extinguishing fires in buildings was 
demonstrated. This involves 
filling a building with a transparent, inert 
gas, so that the fire is starved of oxygen. 
An aircraft jet engine mounted on a lorry 
raised a shrill scream while belching 
forth a vast cloud which we were told 
consisted of 45 per cent water vapour, 
5 per cent nitrogen and 7 per cent 
oxygen (against the 21 per cent atmos- 
pheric air) plus some carbon dioxide. On 
this the scientists cautiously say ‘the 
initial results are promising.’ The method 
is hoped to have particular application to 
basement fires which notoriously 
dangerous and difficult to extinguish. 

In his speech, Lord Hailsham pointed 
out that last year Great Britain burnt 
£44m. worth of buildings, goods and pro 
ductive capacity and that 800 lives were 
lost by fire. This is the measure of the 
problem before the Fire Research Station. 
But in the reduction of these 
architects, legislation and building owners 
all have parts to play. The Station can 
do no more than provide the basic know- 
ledge and indicate what should be done.

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‘The Education of an Architect’ 


Professor R. Llewelyn Davies's Inaugural Lecture at UCL 


PROFESSOR RICHARD LLEWELYN DAVIES, 
MA, FRIBA, giving his inaugural lecture at 
University College, London, on Novem- 
ber 10, chose as his subject ‘ The Educa- 
tion of an Architect.’ The following 
extracts are taken from his remarks: 

This month, 300 years ago, the Royal 
Society was founded. One of its founder 
members was Christopher Wren, a 
mathematician, astronomer and architect. 
Wren saw no conflict between his work 
as an artist and as a scientist; it would 
not have occurred to him to draw a line 
between art and science. But this dis- 
tinction, which became firmly established 
in the nineteenth century, is now en- 
trenched in our thinking. It has split our 
concept of the architect down the middle. 
Our present pattern of architectural 
education derives from a time when the 
division between art and science was 
widest. We therefore have to review the 
whole pattern of architectural education, 
to consider the range of knowledge which 
an architect needs, and the methods by 
which he can be trained to use his know- 
ledge as a creative designer. 

What should an architect’s education 
be at the present time? It is certain that 
we must come out of the narrow private 
world of nineteenth-century architecture, 
divorced from science and practical life. 
But can we, in the conditions of today, 
hope to re-establish the architect as an 
all-round man—the uomo universale of 
the Renaissance? We can, but only if we 
make a distinction between practice and 
theory. With this distinction in mind we 
can review the field of knowledge which 
has to be covered in an architect’s educa- 
tion, noting that while he needs to under- 
stand the fundamental theory of a very 
wide range of subjects, he does not have 
to go far down the path of practical 
application in all of them. Let us begin 
with subjects which are wholly neglected 
at present—the group of sciences which 
deal with the human being—both as an 
individual and as a member of a group. 

The environment created by an archi- 
tect impinges on the individual human 
being through his eyes and his ears, it 
affects his comfort through his skin and 
his breathing. To understand what he is 
doing when he designs a building, an 
architect must know how it will affect 
people. Therefore he must be taught 
something of anatomy, physiology and the 
psychology of the special senses. He 
must also understand enough physics to 
predict the physical conditions which will 
be produced within his buildings by his 
design. 


The Social Sciences 


The social sciences are equally impor- 
tant, as they provide the means whereby 
we can fit buildings to the needs of human 
beings as a group. Modern society is too 
complex for the architect to have an auto- 
matic understanding of what is wanted in 
a building; the client does not know this 
either, although he sometimes thinks he 
does. For many modern buildings there 


is no single client. Many people are con- 
cerned with the functioning of a hospital 
or a college, each may understand the 
workings of some part of it, but no one 
understands it completely, as a whole. 
The solution lies in the joint study of 
building function by architect and client. 
The techniques for study are those of the 
social sciences, and the architect’s educa- 
tion must equip him to understand and 
use these methods. 

The idea that these sciences are related 
to architecture is fairly new and we have 
still to work out how best to teach them. 
In doing so we shall be greatly helped by 
the development of research. There are 
already several examples which point the 
way. One is the study of natural lighting 
in buildings, which involves architecture, 
physics and psychology. Research in 
this field has already given us new ways 
of thinking about light, shape and colour, 
and stimulated the appearance of com- 
pletely new forms in architecture. 

There is also important work on the 
functional requirements of certain types 
of buildings—schools, hospitals and 
laboratories—by research groups which 
include people from many disciplines 
working as a team. We must encourage 
the growth of these studies within univer- 
sity departments of architecture. They 
provide the essential link between teach- 
ing, theory and advanced practice, with- 
out which professional education stag- 
nates. 


Lessons from History 


These are new subjects, but we have 
also to consider the traditional ones. Of 
these, history of architecture is an ancient 
and respected example. But it can be 
challenged. Is it really necessary to the 
education of an architect to learn about 
the past? If we think simply in terms of 
the ancient buildings themselves, I think 
we must admit that there is a real diffi- 
culty in drawing lessons from them for 
the present. 

But if instead we consider the recent 
work of art historians, particularly those 
working in the Courtauld and Warburg 
Institutes at this University, we can make 
much more positive use of history. Take, 
for example, the study of Renaissance 
architects by Wittkower, formerly Durn- 
ing-Lawrence professor in this College. He 
is able to show how Alberti and Palladio 
themselves saw their problems, what thev 
aimed to achieve, and how they set about 
it. His book is a revelation, it brings out 
the methods and principles which underlie 
Renaissance architecture. These methods 
and principles—the use of mathematical 
proportions, the symbolic purpose of 
architectural forms—are very close in- 
deed to the problems of our times, or 
indeed of any time. 

Another traditional subject, theory of 
structure, is absolutely fundamental to 
architecture. An architect without a 
strong intuitive sense of the play of forces 
in a structure has one hand tied behind 


his back. It is of the utmost importance 
to get this part of his education right, 
but there are very great difficulties in 
doing so. Very few architects have 
managed to acquire this sense, and few 
engineers have it either. 

How are we to teach this? First we 
must face the hard fact that the concepts 
of theory of structure are mathematical. 
There is no easy way of imparting a sense 
of structure—it can only be done through 
mathematical understanding. We will 
therefore need to give more attention in 
our teaching to the fundamental, mathe- 
matical side of engineering design, and to 
bring the student, through a mastery of 
theory, to an intuitive grasp of structure. 
At the same time I hope we can drop 
some of the teaching in applied struc- 
tures. No architect today designs his 
own steel frame, and no point is served 
in trying to train him to do so. 


The Traditional Subjects 


Finally we come to the traditional 
group of subjects dealing with building 
construction and building materials. 
Teaching in these subjects has become a 
desperate and hopeless race to keep up 
with the increasing range of materials 
available in building and the increasingly 
complicated techniques for assembling 
them. 

Once again the lesson is that we must 
go back to the basis of the subject. We 
must give up the attempt to pursue in an 
academic course the application of tech- 
nology in every field of building. These 
applications will be better learnt by the 
young architect during his early years of 
practice, after leaving the school. Our 
task is to educate a man who can master 
these problems when he meets them. He 
needs to be sufficiently literate in physics 
and chemistry to relate materials and 
methods of construction to the needs of 
any particular job. He needs to be able 
to read and understand discussions of a 
scientific character and to know how to 
work with and learn from experts. 

I have devoted a good deal of time to 
discussing the theoretical and didactic 
part of our education. I have done so 
because this is at present so weak, and 
not because I consider the other side, 
training in design, to be any less impor- 
tant. Design work in the studio is our 
strong point. Indeed, there is much that 
might be learnt from this part of our work 
by other university departments. In the 
studio the student is continuously re- 
minded of the one-ness of architectural 
design, and the barriers between art and 
science can be effectively broken down. 
Every problem set to the student can, 
and should, be made to require some syn- 
thesis of the different facets of architec- 
ture. There are, however, two changes 
which we must introduce. 

First, we must cease to regard drawing 
as the sole means of communication 
which architects can use. We must in- 
clude exercises in which the results are 
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presented in writing and in speech. We 
must educate architects to use all avail- 
able methods in communication, and to 
understand something of the theory of 
this subject. Undue emphasis on draw- 
ing has tended to make architecture a 
closed shop and to perpetuate the feeling 
amongst architects that they are a private 
group who cannot discuss the mysteries 
of their work with outsiders. 

Second, and this is more important, we 
must recognise that training in design is 
not a form of teaching, but something 
quite different. Teaching involves facts 
and knowledge which are imparted to the 
students by a teacher. There are no facts 
about design, and we should not try to 
give lectures about it or write books 
about it. Books have, indeed, been 
written and lectures given on this topic, 
but they are always disappointing to the 
student. Somehow they don’t seem to 
tell you just how to design a beautiful 
building—it’s rather like the disappoint- 
ment you feel on reading books about 
the art of love. Instead of trying to teach 
design we must go back to the lessons 
of the Bauhaus, and consider how best 
we can free students from the things that 
stop them being able to design. We have 
to clear away preconceptions, clichés, a 
whole mass of accretions, which prevent 
them seeing their problems freshly. 

It is difficult to explain just what the 


essential character of architectural de- 
sign is. I think it is rather like Nansen’s 
voyage across the Polar ice cap. Nansen 
had a theory about polar drift. He be- 
lieved that the ice moved in a particular 
way, across the North Pole, from east to 
west. He assembled all available know- 
ledge on this subject and all the scientific 
data, but his thesis still remained incom- 
plete, unproved. So he turned from 
thought to action—he designed and built 
a ship, embarked on it, and deliberately 
allowed it to become locked in the ice, 
to drift to his triumphant vindication—or 
to shipwreck. 

The education of an architect should 
fit him to undertake his polar voyage. 
He must be capable of the devoted pre- 
liminary study, the analysis of every 
measurable factor, culminating in the 
imaginative total grasp of his problem. 
He must then have the courage and 
toughness to lock himself in the ice, to 
let the free working of his creative mind 
take him towards his goal. To survive 
the trials of the voyage he needs one 
other quality, moral and _ intellectual 
integrity. Mies van der Rohe, who is one 
of the greatest of living architects, said: 
‘Reason is the basis of all human work. 
I throw out everything that is not reason- 
able, even things very. dear to my heart. 
I don’t want to be interesting, I want 
to be good.’ 


Law Report 


Damages Awarded Against 
Chartered Surveyor for Negligence 


Hood v. Shaw 
MR. ALEXANDER HUGO EVELYN HOOD, of 
Little Enton Cottage, Enton, near Godal- 
ming, Surrey, was awarded £1,200 
damages and costs against Mr. Robert W. 
Shaw, FRICS, surveyor of 170. High- 
street, Guildford, Surrey, in the Queen’s 
Bench Division on November 4. Mr. 
Hood alleged negligence and breach of 
duty in the preparation of a report on 
Little Enton Cottage which he subse- 
quently purchased for £5 250. 

Mr. Shaw denied the allegations. 

Mr. Justice Paull held that the report 
‘fell far short of what one would expect 
of a qualified surveyor.’ 

Mr. C. Cope (instructed by Messrs. 
J. A. Ramsey & Co.) appeared for the 
plaintiff. Mr. A. C. Bulgar (instructed 
by Messrs. Hewitt. Woollacott & Chown) 
represented the defendant. 

Giving judgment THE JUDGE said that 
he believed Mr. Shaw during most of his 
professional life was of good standing 
and careful in his reports. The ‘secret’ 
of what happened in this case was that 
shortly after this event. Mr. Shaw was 
compelled to retire through ill-health and 
the trouble was probably due to Mr. 
Shaw not being very fit. He was not the 
type of man who would deliberately give 
false ideas. 

Mr. Shaw reported that the walls were 
1l-in. cavity brickwork, but in fact above 
the first floor they were solid. He also 
said he could see no sign of bulging, frac- 
ture or settlement in the walls. 

It was, the judge said, quite obvious 


that there wes bulging and some fractur- 
ing of the bricks which any qualified sur- 
veyor ought to have seen. 

Mr. Shaw further reported ‘ the brick- 
work and pointing thereto is in good 
order.” but that was not true. 

The report said that the wooden win- 
dow surrounds were in good order. 
Photographs showed they were not. 

The report ended by saying. ‘The 
structure of the house is sound and sub- 
stantial.’ It was said that those words 
meant that there were no present signs of 
instability. His lordship did not accept 
that interpretation. He felt the words led 
a client to think he need not trouble 
about the outside walls or structure 
generally and it was not, as evidence had 
indicated, likely to fall down within an- 
other 30 years. It was most misleading. 

On damages, the judge said he had to 
decide not whether the house was worth 
the money paid for it, but whether it was 
equal in value to the house the purchaser 
was led to expect according to the sur- 
veyor’s report. 

It had been suggested that the house 
could be cement-rendered, but the plain- 
tiff said he had bought a brick house and 
was entitled to a brick house. An esti- 
mate in 1958 of the cost of putting right 
the defects was £900 and the judge 
thought that now it should be £1,000. 

The plaintiff would also have to move 
out while the walls were being rebuilt, 
and was entitled to £15 a week during 
that period. Accordingly a further £200 
should be added for expenses.

Recognition of Diploma Course 
THE following decision has been taken by 
the RIBA Council: 

School of Architecture, Portsmouth 
College of Art-—The Council has 
approved recommendations (i) that the 
recognition of the first three years of the 
full-time Diploma Course for exemption 
from the RIBA Intermediate Examination 
be continued; and (ii) that the five years’ 
full-time Diploma Course be recognised 
for exemption from the RIBA Final 
Examination, without Part III, the 
Examination in Professional Practice and 
Practical Experience, under the usual con- 
ditions.

16. Vanishing Trades—The Bricklayer 


I AM PERSISTING in my speculation about 
vanishing trades, although I quite expect 
a letter box full of stormy protests. When 
it comes to bricklaying I shall be told 
about the heavy demands which the 
manufacturers cannot even hope to meet 
at the present time, yet I still have it 
firmly docketed in my mind as one of 
the trades with a doubtful future. 

How long, I wonder, shall we go on 
laying units as small as 8% in. x 44 in. x 
2} in. to make a wall? Little of the 
brickwork we lay today is load-bearing; 
it is simply a facing material. The hand- 
made brick has already been almost 
superseded by the machine-made pro- 
duct, and it is difficult to think of a use 
for brickwork, either load-bearing or as 
facing, in which other materials cannot 
now be substituted. 

In many countries where they have no 
clay for bricks, timber or concrete has 
always been used. Will not the shortage 
of supply alone lead us to adopt the same 
methods here? Many of the small brick- 
yards which we knew so well have been 
closed down for reasons of economy. 


These were fascinating places where the 
brick earth was allowed to mature during 
the winter and was then brought up to be 
puddled into the right consistency for the 
brickmaker to knead into dumplings and 
throw into moulds which he had already 
sanded. They then went out into the 
open to harden and weather, and they 
were finally stacked into a clamp or kiln 


Seiskmakar 
for baking. It took all the skill of a chef 
to know just the right temperature for 
cooking.

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The Public Health Bill 


Replacement of Local Building By-laws by Ministry Regulations 


THE PUBLIC HEALTH BILL, published on 
November 10, provides for the replace- 
ment of local building by-laws by building 
regulations made by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government and 
applicable throughout England and Wales 
outside the County of London. It would 
also amend provisions of the Public 
Health (Drainage of Trade Premises) 
Act, 1937, and incorporate into the 
general law a number of provisions deal- 
ing with various aspects of public health 
which are already included in local 
Acts. The Bill does not affect the 
separate system of building control or 
separate public health code in force 
within the administrative County of 
London. The main provisions are: 

1. Building Regulations.—The Bill pro- 
vides that building by-laws, which are at 
present made by 1,400 borough, urban 
and rural district councils, shall be re- 
placed by building regulations made by 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, who will have the advice of 
a Building Regulations Advisory Com- 
mittee set up for this purpose. The ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the 
building code would remain the respon- 
sibility of the local authorities which now 
make and enforce building by-laws. 

The Bill would amend the law about 
relaxing any building requirement which 
might otherwise operate unreasonably in 
relation to a particular case. Local 
authorities would no longer need the 
Minister’s consent for every relaxation 
they grant, and the developer would be 
given the right to appeal to the Minister 
against a local authority’s refusal to grant 
a relaxation. 


2. Drainage of Trade Premises.—The 
Bill proposes amendment of the Public 
Health (Drainage of Trade Premises) 
Act, 1937, on lines recommended by a 
sub-committee of the Central Advisory 
Water Committee this year. The main 
effect of the amendments would be to 
enable local authorities to make charges 
(subject to right of appeal to the 
Minister) for the reception into the pub- 
lic sewerage system of certain trade 
effluents whose discharge had commenced 
before the 1937 Act was passed and 
which were exempted from control under 
that Act. 

The Bill would classify as_ trade 
effluents (and hence within the frame- 
work of the 1937 Act should they be dis- 
charged into the public sewers) farm 
effluents from premises used for scientific 
research. It would also empower the 
Minister by order to remove the special 
exemption given to laundry effluents 
under the 1937 Act in any case in which 
discharge from the laundry would be 
likely to cause special difficulties in the 
treatment or disposal of sewage. 

3. Miscellaneous. The Bill incorporates 
into the general law a number of public 
health provisions which are already in- 
cluded in local Acts. These clauses, 
which make up the bulk of the Bill, are 
for the most part modest extensions or 
adaptations of existing statutory provi- 
sions which the experience of local 
authorities has shown to be necessary. 
They deal with a wide range of matters 
which are found in earlier public health 
legislation, including sewers and drains, 
water supply, infectious diseases, streets, 
and parks and open spaces. 
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they were stacked in the open to mature, 
and it was from these stacks that the 
architect selected the facings for his 
building. I have not selected bricks from 
the stacks since the war, and I doubt 
whether the bricks ever reach this stack- 
ing stage nowadays, for they appear to 
be put straight on to the lorry and you 
get what comes. 

Is it just a passing phase that brick- 
work plays so small a part in the design 
of our new buildings? I do not think so. 
New methods of construction are dictat- 
ing the materials to be used and we must 
search our brains and our souls even to 
find equally satisfactory finishes suited to 
modern methods. Did we perhaps reach 
the highest perfection in the days when 
hand-made bricks prevailed? Is it not 
better that we should be content to 
acknowledge this and turn our efforts to 
attaining the same perfection in the new 
building worlds which we are so set on 
conquering? 


Minister Opens New Brick 
Factory 


High Degree of Automation 


ONE of the most modern brick factories 
in this country was opened by Lord John 
Hope, Minister of Works, on November 
10. Built for G. H. Downing, the brick 
and roofing tiles manufacturers, at Brown- 
hills, North Staffordshire, the works has 
been designed as a prototype for future 
development. As such, it is not the 
volume of production (which is something 
over 7m. facing bricks per year) that 
makes the new plant so important as the 
advance it shows in the technique of 
brick-making. Like other brick com- 
panies, Downings have gone in for a 
much higher degree of automation, and 
at Brownhills the drying and firing of the 
bricks takes no longer than four days, a 
process which in the older type of works 
might take anything up to two weeks or 
more. 

However, the capital cost of such plant 
is high in relation to the turnover and, as 
MR. A. HARTLEY, the company chairman, 
pointed out, must be provided for out 
of profits. And profits will not come 
from manufacturing efficiency alone, but 
will require in addition a reasonably 
steady Government financial policy and 
the avoidance of the damaging stops and 
starts with which the building industry 
has been afflicted over the past 15 years. 

Mr. Hartley was given some measure 
of comfort by LORD JOHN HOPE in the 
opening ceremony when the Minister 
spoke about the future. With the pro- 
viso that economic forecasting, like 
weather forecasting, was not an exact 
science, the Minister confidently pre- 
dicted that the output of the building 
industry was unlikely to decline in the 
next 18 months. 

No decline in public investment was ex- 
pected, and all the indications available 
showed that an increase in private invest- 
ment was likely. In many areas there 
were already shortages of craftsmen in 
the building industry. In the coming 
months he thought the industry would 
need all the bricks that it could find 
bricklayers to lay.

Redevelopment of Central Areas 


MR. DEEDES asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on Novem- 
ber 8 whether he had made any 
estimate of the total cost involved in 
current plans for the comprehensive 
redevelopment of central areas in cities 
and towns; and whether he would con- 
sider setting up some official agency 
which could assist by loans the financing 
of these long-term projects. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH: ‘ The Minister has 
not made such an estimate. He is always 
rea« to consider suggestions for facilita- 
ting comprehensive redeve!. pment, but 
it is Government policy that both private 
developers and local authorities should 
borrow in the market on their own 
account.’ 

MR. DEEDES asked if Sir Keith and the 
Minister had considered the report pro- 
duced as a result of the one-day school at 


Covent Garde 


rHe Covent Garden Market Bill, which 
was published on November 7, authorises 
the Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food to set up a Covent Garden Market 
Authority to provide a wholesale horti- 
cultural market inside the Covent Garden 
area and storage premises for bulk pro- 
duce and empty containers outside the 
area. 

The main objects to 
be achieved under the 
Bill are the provision 
of better facilities, the 
progressive reduction 
in the area of land 
used for marketing and 
in the amount of pro- 
duce brought in, and 
also the avoidance of 
traffic congestion and 
the reduction of the 
risk of fire. The objects 
will be achieved in the 
main by licensing and 
prohibiting the use of 
land for marketing pur- 
poses and by regula- 
tions dealing with 
horticultural produce 
and empty containers. 

The Bill places a 
duty on the new 
Authority to provide a 
market within the 
Covent Garden area 
(which is defined in 
the Bill) and, as soon 
as practicable, to im- 
prove the existing mar- 
ket facilities or to build 
new premises on another site. The 
Authority will be required to provide 
storage premises so far as practicable out- 
side the Covent Garden area for the bulk 
produce and empty containers, and 
specific duties will be imposed on the 
Authority for, among other things, mini- 
musing fire risk.

the Civic Trust, which the Minister 
opened, which put forward the suggestion 
that to bring some of these arrangements 
together something like a land finance 
corporation was very desirable. ‘In view 
of the importance to some of us of avoid- 
ing haphazard arrangements in _ this 
matter, cannot fresh consideration b* 
given to the conclusions reached by that 
course ?’ 

SIR KEITH said, ‘Yes.’ The Minister 
was considering the report of the one- 
day conference but inasmuch as the con- 
ference appeared to want some special 
lower rate of interest for central area 
development it would go against Govern- 
ment policy about providing hidden sub- 
sidies. The Minister was considering the 
suggestion that there might be a defer- 
ment of interest charges for a period at 
the beginning of some developments. 


n Market Bill 


In the Bill the Covent Garden area is 
defined as the area bounded on the south- 
east by the north-western sides of the 
carriageway of the Strand and of Ald- 
wych, on the east by the western side 
of the carriageway of Kingsway, on the 
north by the southern sides of the 
carriageways of High Holborn and New 
Oxford-street, on the north-west by the 
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south-eastern side of the carriageway of 
Shaftesbury-avenue and the south-eastern 
side of the south-eastern carriageway of 
Cambridge-circus, on the west by the 
eastern side of the carriageway of Charing 
Cross-road and on the south by the 
northern sides of the carriageways of St. 
Martin’s Place and William IV-street. 
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Weights and Measures 
Bill and Building 
Materials 


A SCHEDULE of the complicated Weights 
and Measures Bill, which was published 
on November 3, sets out many changes 
of detail as against the present law in 
dealing with sand and ballast. The first 
part of the schedule sets out the general 
provisions for the weighing and measur- 
ing of ballast and the second part con- 
tains many provisions for the carriage 
of ballast by road. 

The general provisions list the materials 
covered by the expression ‘ballast’ as 
sand, including moulding sand, refractory 
sand, and any other sand used for indus- 
trial purposes; gravel, shingle, ashes and 
clinker; any material commonly known 
in the building and civil engineering in- 
dustries (1) as ballast or as slag; (2) as 
granite chippings, limestone chippings, 
slate chippings or stone chippings (in- 
cluding material so known which has been 
tarred), or (3) as hard-core of brick, of 
stone, of stone ware or of concrete, and 
any similar material commonly known 
and used in the said industries as an 
aggregate for constructional work. 

Ballast of any description should be 
sold only by volume in a multiple of half 
a cubic yard or by net weight; or should 
be carried for reward only in pursuance 
of an agreement made by reference to the 
weight. Exempted from these require- 
ments is ballast of any description in a 
quantity both less than one ton and less 
than one cubic yard. 

Exempted from the condition that bal- 
last should be sold only by volume in a 
multiple of half a cubic yard or by net 
weight, will be any in which the 
buyer was to take delivery in or from a 
ship, any sale as a whole of ballast pro- 
duced in the demolition or partial demo- 
lition of a building where the buyer was 
responsible for the removal of the ballast 
from the site of the building, and any 
Sale in the state in which it was produced 
of clinker or ashes produced as a by-pro- 
duct. or of any other ballast produced as 
a casual product, of the carrying on of 
an industrial process on anv premises 
where the buyer was responsible for the 
removal of the ballast from the premises. 

Without prejudice to Clause 14 of the 
Bill (which sets out the regulations on the 
equipment used for trade and tare 
weight) no article should be stamped as 
a measure of volume for use in the 
measuring of ballast other than a recep- 
tacle (which might, if desired, form 
part of a vehicle) which conformed with 
such requirements on form, capacity, 
calibration and other matters as might be 
prescribed, and any person who used for 
trade or had in his possession for use for 
trade as a measure of the quantity of 
ballast by volume, any article other than 
a receptacle stamped as required would 
be guilty of an offence. 

In measuring any ballast against a 
calibration mark on a receptacle ‘the 
ballast shall be filled into all parts of the 
receptacle as far as, and be levelled off 
against, that calibration made as nearly 
as the nature of the ballast will permit.’ 
Any person carrying out measuring who 
failed to level off the ballast when loaded

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into the receptacle or caused or permitted 
a heaped load to be sent out in the recep- 
tacle would be guilty of an offence. The 
penalty on summary conviction would be 
a fine not exceeding £20. 

In the longer and even more detailed 
provisions of the schedule dealing with 
the carriage of ballast by road, for 
offences in breach of the provisions a per- 
son will be liable on summary convic- 
tion to a fine not exceeding £100, or in 
the case of a second or any subsequent 
offence £250, or to imprisonment for not 
exceeding three months, or both. Another 
section of the schedule deals with the 
application of the proposals to Scotland. 


Ready-Mixed Concrete 

Part of another schedule of the Bill 
deals with ready-mixed cement and 
ready-mixed concrete and covers how it 
should be sold and carried and also 
application of the proposals in Scotland. 
Another section deals with miscellaneous 
goods to be sold including enamel, 
lacquer, paint (other than paste paint), 
paint thinner, paint remover, _ rust 
remover, turpentine, turpentine substi- 
tute, varnish and wood preservative 
fluid. 

Under the Bill the yard, metre, pound 
and kilogramme will continue to be the 
basic units but the Bill defines the yard 
and pound by reference to the metre and 
kilogramme instead of by reference to the 
Imperial Standards. The value of the yard 
will be altered by only three millionths 
of a yard and the pound is affected even 
less. The units of measurement that will 
disappear are the rod, pole or perch, and 
after five years the bushel, peck and 
pennyweight will disappear. The ‘short 
weight’ provisions of the Bill apply to 
virtually all sales in terms of quantity 
other than sales to persons purchasing 
goods for, among other things, the con- 
structional business. 

The Bill also sets out a new general 
requirement about delivery notes. 


Housing Policy Debate 


IF THERE IS one thing that the Opposi- 
tion are agreed upon these days it is 


their strong criticism of the Govern- 
ment’s housing policy as it is implemented 
by Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. To stress 
their dissatisfaction the Opposition un- 
successfully pressed to a division on 
November 8, the last day of debate on the 
Queen’s Speech, an amendment regretting 
that the Gracious Speech ‘contains no 
proposals to alleviate the hardships caused 
by excessive rents and insecurity of 
tenure, to assist local authorities in pro- 
viding homes, or to deal with the high 
cost of land and other difficulties which 
now obstruct a solution of the housing 
problem." 

MR. BROOKE claimed, as the Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster did in a recent 
speech, that there was no longer a 
national housing shortage. Over a great 
part of the country housing needs had 
been largely met. Housing shortage was 
now a local or regional matter. The 
Opposition amendment showed scant 
recognition of that. There was no doubt 
that London was the chief problem area 
of England and Wales. One in every 


four people in Britain had a post-war 
house. 

MR. M. STEWART, for the Opposition, 
said that although they did not dispute 
the considerable building total since the 
war there was still a desperate need for 
getting up to a higher rate. Last year total 
houses built in the United Kingdom 
numbered 280,000 and this year it would 
be about 300,000. He believed that they 
needed to think in terms of 320,000, to 
be steadily maintained over a period of 
years. When the housing problem 
cropped up in so many localities it was 
a misuse of language to say it was not 
a national problem. 

By a series of acts in 1953 and ending 
in 1959, the Government had created a 
position in which the owner of land 
urgently needed for some public purpose 
could get fabulous and fantastic prices. 
It was not the unearned profiteering 
income which was the only, or perhaps 
the main, evil. It was the increasing diffi- 
culty which this was creating for local 
authorities in planning the proper use of 
land. 

Besides a more energetic new towns 
policy, the Opposition wanted co-ordina- 
tion of Government policy on transport, 
the location of industry and housing. 
They would never get the thing right 
until those three were brought together. 

MR. BROOKE said that in the long run, 
far the best way to get rid of difficulties 
was by supply catching up with demand; 
by getting more houses built to let. That 
was one of the main objects of the Rent 
Act, but it was blocked at the start by 
the Opposition threat of municipalisation. 
However, as time went on and the danger 
of another Labour Government was 
obviously receding, he cherished the hope 
that, gradually and then increasingly, 
private builders and developers would 
once again start building to let. If the 
Government were to clap rent control 
back that would spell doom to all hopes 
of a resumption of private building for 
purposes of letting. 
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He had indicated in July how the 
Government were handling the problem 
of the high cost of land and in August 
his Circular 37 went to local authorities. 
The green belts must be held and he 
sensed that MPs were behind him in that. 
But he had pointed out that the restric- 
tion imposed by a green belt must be 
matched by making sure that enough 
land was available for development else- 
where, by seeing there was no waste land 
in built-up areas and that if necessary 
more land was allocated for building 
beyond the green belts. 

‘My responsibility and the responsi- 
bility of the planning authorities,’ he 
declared, ‘is to see that no unnecessary 
rise in price takes place through an 
artificial shortage of land being created 
anywhere by unnecessary restrictions. 
Discussions are going on between my 
Ministry and the planning authorities to 
make sure that problems like that are 
everywhere properly tackled. We are also 
holding conferences with the authorities 
on a regional basis, so that policy is 
properly worked out and fitted together 
over a larger area wherever that is neces- 
sary.’ 


Housing Old People 


He wanted new town development cor- 
porations and expanding towns to see 
whether they could make more provision 
for old people in their plans. The pro- 
portion of total council house building of 
the kind suitable for old people had 
quadrupled, from 7 to 28 per cent, but 
he would like to see it over 30 per cent. 
He had asked local authorities to study 
the latest suggestions in a booklet called 
‘More flatlets for old people.’ The num- 
ber of houses approved for improvement 
grants in 1959 was up to 80,000 and in 
1960 it looked like reaching 135,000. He 
wanted to see it reach 200,000, and then 
250,000. 

SIR ERIC ERRINGTON said it was essen- 
tial to provide economic rents so that an 
adequate return could be obtained by

is estimated at £175m. with an annual vehicle capacity of 20m. This compares with 
a 2-track rail tunnel (cost £125m., vehicle capacity 2m.) and road twin tunnels 


(£160m., capacity 3m. vehicles). 


Only a bridge, in Sir Owen’s opinion, can provide 


a commercial link between the motorways and railways of Britain and the Continent 
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those investing in house building. It was 
important to give the private enterprise 
builder every opportunity when he was 
in a position to take it. Some encourage- 
ment must be given to those prepared to 
come into this admittedly difficult opera- 
tion. 

MR. R. A. BUTLER, Home Secretary, said 
there was cause for general satisfaction 
in the general housing programme. Half 
the remaining slums to be cleared were 
in 50 or 60 local authority areas out of 
1,500 in the country. Council house 
building could not be insulated from 
general economic conditions. The only 
way to combine a sound economy and 
council house building was to ensure that 
this enormous investment was handled by 
the general monetary mechanism on the 
same level as the rest of the economy. 


New Towns Proposed 


MR. MILLAN asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland on November 8, if he 
would make a statement on the provision 
of a fourth new town to accommodate 
Glasgow overspill. 

MR. J. S. MACLAY wrote: ‘ Detailed 
studies of a number of areas as possible 
locations for a fourth new town are at 
present in progress.’ 

When the debate was resumed on 
November 9, MR. BROOKE said that he was 
making inquiries to see whether a suitable 
site could be found for another Govern- 
ment new town for the benefit of Birming- 
ham and the Midlands. They were look- 
ing at Dawley in Shropshire. 

He declared: ‘It would be a great 
thing if we could plan a new, modern 
20th century town on a sife scarred by 
legacies of derelict ugliness from the 19th 
century and the Industrial Revolution. 
With the rising demand for land more 
people ought to be thinking about prac- 
tical ways of reclaiming derelict land 
everywhere.’ 

For the Opposition, MR. MICHAEL 
STEWART said the only way of dealing 
properly with growing urbanisation was 
to see that it did not all occur in the 
immediate vicinity of London, Birming- 


ham, Hull, Manchester, Bristol and so 
on, but to create new centres, new 
magnets of attraction, in order to spread 
the population more evenly. Local authori- 
ties had not the resources to do that. It 
meant a vigorous new towns policy. 


Other Business 


The Land Drainage Bill 


Local authorities in association with 
river boards will be given improved 
powers under the provisions of the Land 
Drainage Bill, published on November 3, 
to deal with local problems of urban flood- 
ing and to improve agricultural land. 
Based on the report of the Heneage Com- 
mittee but adopting a more selective and 
less sweeping approach, this measure will 
provide increased facilities for land drain- 
age in England and Wales, including flood 
protection works. Strengthened mach- 
inery will be provided for local drainage 
improvement schemes in rural areas by 
county councils and improved powers 
given to deal with neglected water 
courses and ditches. 


Teacher Training Colleges 


SIR DAVID ECCLES, Minister of Educa 
tion, speaking during the debate on the 
Queen’s Speech on November 7, referred 
to the expansion of teacher training col- 
leges. He pointed out that their present 
programme of 24,000 new places came on 
top of the building programme for schools 
and technical colleges and that pro- 
gramme _ itself owas_ stretching the 
resources of a good many authorities. 

Fortunately this expansion coincided 
with the introduction of the three-year 
course and that gave them the chance to 
make life in a training college much more 
like that in a university. So they were 
planning bigger training colleges and 
siting them, wherever they could, near 
the universities. He had _ already 
authorised colleges of 500 places and over 
in London, Loughborough, Coventry, 
Leeds, Sheffield, Exeter, the Liverpool 
area and in North Wales. Entirely new 


Minister’s Policy on Tall Buildings 


MRS. JOYCE BUTLER asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
November 8, whether he was satisfied 
that sufficient weight was given to the 
particular character of a town, to local 
opinion, and to the views of the local 
planning committee when he approved, 
on appeal, plans for skyscraper flats and 
offices. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary: ‘Yes, these matters are always 
given full weight when any scheme for 
high buildings is decided by the Minister. 
He also takes into consideration the fact 
that high-density building in appropriate 
places will help us to meet the need for 
development with the least sacrifice of 
open land.’ 

MRS. BUTLER asked if the Minister 
realised the acute public concern that 
there was over recent cases. particularly 
at Henley-on-Thames where the Minister 
had approved a 15-storey block against 
his inspector’s recommendation of not 


more than seven storeys. As these deci- 
sions could change the whole face of 
Britain, could not the Minister arrange 
for some independent expert panel to look 
at these cases before a final decision was 
made? 

SIR K. JOSEPH replied that the points 
mentioned were all taken into account 
by the Minister. These matters aroused 
strong feeling but so also did the general 
desire to keep the green belt and agricul- 
tural land. They had to accept a higher 
density in appropriate places. The 
Minister took all these matters into 
account. Someone had to take the deci- 
sion and it did not seem to them prefer- 
able that it should be taken elsewhere. 

CAPT. PILKINGTON: ‘ Will you ensure 
that the greatest care is taken that these 
high buildings go only in appropriate 
areas and not elsewhere?’ 

SIR K. JOSEPH: ‘ The very greatest care 
is taken not to harm the environment in 
such places.’ 
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colleges would be built at Cardiff, 
Canterbury, Brighton and in the Notting- 
ham, Oxford, West Midlands and several 
other areas. 


New Offices in London 


WHEN aSked to consult the President of 
the Board of Trade with a view to taking 
powers to control the spread of commer 
cial development in the Greater London 
area, MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, said on 
November 8 that the spread was already 
controlled under planning powers. He 
was always prepared to consider propo- 
sals for improving their effectiveness. 

MRS. JOYCE BUTLER said Office approvals 
had averaged 4.5m. sq. ft. per year in 
central London over the last 10 years and 
current office building approvals 
amounted to 5m. sq. ft. With the conse- 
quent pressure on transport and housing 
was it not time that the two Ministries 
got together to help the planning authori 
ties with their peculiarly difficult problem 
of moving office accommodation to outer 
areas, by some system of commercial 
development certificates or in some other 
way? 

MR. BROOKE said the number of planning 
permissions in recent years since Mr 
Sandys asked the LCC to tighten up, was 
considerably lower than the figure Mrs. 
Butler mentioned. The difficulty about 
applying any kind of development certi- 
ficate was that whereas an IDC was given 
to a particular firm, with offices it was not 
usually known which firms would occupy 
them until they had been built. 


Testing for Fire Resistance 


MR. WADE asked the Minister of Edu 
cation, as representing the Minister for 
Science on November 8, why there was 
considerable delay in testing new products 
for fire resistance at the Fire Research 
Station, Boreham Wood, and to what 
extent this was attributable to the pre- 
parations being made for the opening of 
a new wing. 

SIR DAVID ECCLES wrote: “ Recent 
delays have been due to a welcome in- 
crease in the number of applications from 
industry coupled with difficulty in 
recruiting qualified staff. Efforts are being 
made to recruit the additional staff 
required to increase the rate of testing 
within the available facilities. The time 
required has not been significantly in- 
creased by preparations for the opening 
of the new building. 


Oxford Roads Inquiry 

No consideration which affected traffic 
congestion in Oxford would be excluded 
at the forthcoming inquiry to be con- 
ducted by Sir Frederick Armer, LORD 
CHESHAM, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport, said in the House 
of Lords on November 10. Lord Chesham 
said there was no basis for arguing that 
Sir F. Armer, who had at one time been 
Deputy Secretary to the Ministry of 
Health, would be likely to be prejudiced 
in favour of the official view proposing a 
road across Christ Church Meadow. He 
had had no previous concern. with 
Oxford.

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Plant and the Medium-sized Builder 


BY DAVID W. LLEWELLYN 


2.—Department and Depot Organisation 


This is the second of a series of articles dealing with various aspects of the 
size, organisation and plant which might be used by a medium-sized building 


contractor. 


In this article the organisation of the department and the 


organisation of repairs are discussed 


WE HAVE LOOKED at the factors which 
govern the amount of plant that a typical 
building contractor employing, say, 200 
men, might own and now follow this by 
examining the administration of this 
equipment. 

Nearly every builder of this size will 
require for the plant department a man 
who is full-time or nearly full-time em- 
ployed in organising the department. His 
duties may well be combined with other 
parts of the firm’s organisation which can 
be linked conveniently to the mechanical 
plant department. Such duties might 
include the control and repair of non- 
mechanical plant, the organisation and 
running of the firm’s transport, or the 
duties of safety officer. The plant man- 
ager’s position might even be held by one 
of the directors who spends part of his 
time running the plant department and 
part of the time running some other 
department. 

Firms with a comparatively small 
amount of plant may find that the fore- 
man fitter may be able to cope with the 
plant manager’s duties, but firms with 
more than the average amount of plant 
may find that the mechanical plant man- 
ager is fully employed with this task and 
cannot handle any other work. 


Repairing Ability 


The first big question that arises is to 
decide how much of the repairs to plant 
should be done within the organisation. 
Coupled with this question is the fact 
that the success of the mechanical plant 
department depends more on the ability 
to repair plant or have plant repaired 
economically than on any other single 
factor, apart from choosing the right 
machines. 

At one extreme it is almost impossible 
to organise a business for all the repairs 
to be done by outside firms. First, it is 
necessary to store plant which is not in 
use in one’s own yard, and even if this 
has been overhauled there is no guarantee 
that it will be ready to use if it has been 
left standing for any period of time. The 
use of an outside firm for repairs will 
involve either taking machines backwards 
and forwards to somebody else’s repair 
shop, or alternatively having a visiting 
fitter travelling to one’s yard. Apart from 
the transport costs, or extra cost of fit- 
ter’s time, it will mean that there are two 
sets of premises being occupied and main- 
tained where one is sufficient. 

It therefore follows that in the interests 
of economy it is essential that a builder 
of the size we are considering should at 
least do minor repairs to his own plant 
himself. 

At the other end of the scale there will 


be many operations which cannot be done 
economically in a builder’s yard, due to 
the heavy capital cost of the equipment 
which is required or the need for special- 
ised skill. Thus crank grinding, cylinder 
boring, calibration of fuel pumps, re- 
claiming of tracks, repair of radiators, 
etc., will be passed out to firms who 
specialise in these operations. 

The first requirement of a builder as 
his plant department comes into being 
will be a full-time fitter equipped with a 
van to go round to the various sites and 
inspect the plant to see that maintenance 
is properly carried out, and to make 
minor repairs and adjustments. 

As the department expands a full time 
fitter will be required in the depot, and 
as the staff increases more mechanics of 
general experience may be employed, or 
alternatively some firms will employ 
specialists in various skills, such as 
welding. 


Keeping Records 


It is reasonable to say that the plant 
department will be so sufficiently large 
that the plant manager will have difficulty 
in remembering the exact state of each 
machine (i.e. what repairs have been done 
recently, etc.) in his head, and thus some 
written records will be required. 

One system could be the provision of 
a card index, with a card made out for 
each machine, and with the machines 
grouped together in the various sites on 
which they are in use. This will enable 
the plant manager to note what repairs 
have been carried out, to note the state 
of maintenance, what repairs are likely 
to become due, and any other informa- 
tion required on the card. As the fitter 
goes to the various sites, the plant man- 
ager will be able to advise on what par- 
ticular points he should look for, and he 
can leave the yard ready equipped to do 
any repairs which have been expected as 
a result of a previous visit. Outstanding 
work which is of an urgent nature can be 
marked by fixing a coloured tag to the 
card relating to a particular machine. 

It will be of considerable assistance 
to a plant manager if a fitter’s reports are 
made in writing. Invariably some items 
will be forgotten if an inspection is made 
and a written record is not made at the 
time. This is particularly so if the con- 
tracts to be visited are far apart and 
the fitter visits several sites before return- 
ing to the depot. 

Some firms, if they are of sufficient size, 
may decide to separate the inspection and 
repair functions of the department. In 
this case the inspector will report back 
to the plant manager. who in turn will 
direct the fitting staff to attend to what- 
ever is necessary. 


These day-to-day index cards will carry 
a lot of information which is only of 
short-term interest, and it is therefore 
advisable to keep separate records for 
long-term information. This might take 
the form of a loose-leaf visible index in 
which information regarding major over- 
hauls carried out in the depot, the infor- 
mation regarding over-size of bores, etc., 
would be recorded for future reference. 


What Equipment is Required 


A repair organisation can be started 
with the bare minimum of a space for a 
man to work under cover and a set of 
hand tools (spanners, files, etc.). The mini- 
mum we would expect to find in the plant 
organisation of a medium-sized contrac- 
tor would be a reasonably-sized shop with 
some form of lifting facilities for taking 
out engines, etc. This might take the 
form of an overhead gantry or of a port- 
able lifting device. The shop would be 
equipped with welding gear and small 
power tools such as an electric drill and 
an electric bench grinder. Several extrac- 
tors of various sizes would also be 
needed. 

A better equipped shop would have 
provision for gas and electric welding, 
and would be equipped with compressed 
air for cleaning purposes and for driving 
the pneumatic small tools, blowing up 
tyres, etc. We would also expect to find 
battery charging equipment. 

Further equipment which could well 
be added would be a machine for re- 
facing valves, a grinding kit for re-facing 
valve seats and, in these days when 
second-hand machine tools can be bought 
in good condition for quite small sums of 
money, it is well worth while to equip a 
shop with a lathe and a multi-speed drill. 
Once these items of equipment have been 
installed one begins to wonder how one 
could ever manage without them! Some 
firms might consider it worthwhile to 
have equipment to service their own 
injectors and to clean their own sparking 
plugs. 

The above indications of tool require- 
ments are not intended to be comprehen- 
sive; there are many other small items of 
equipment which experience will show are 
necessary. 


Stores 


To back up the repair organisation it 
is necessary to keep some spare parts in 
stock. First, supplies must be kept for 
general engineers’ materials, such as 
gasket paper, emery cloth, welding rod, 
nuts, bolts, washers, etc. It is also advis- 
able to keep in stock parts which it is 
known are certain to be required sooner 
or later for day-to-day replacements. This 
avoids a delay in attending to repairs and 
breakdowns. Such items would include 
gasket sets for decarbonising engines, 
spare brake and clutch linings or bands, 
spare ropes, plugs, valves, injectors, etc. 

Where several engines of identical type 
are kept, considerable saving in repair 
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times is made by holding in stock spare 
assemblies such as a spare cylinder head 
assembly complete with valves, spare fuel 
pumps, injectors, magnetos and carburet- 
tors. If many engines of a similar type 
are used in the organisation, it is well 
worth while keeping a complete spare 
engine available for exchange, and this 
practice can also extend to other assem- 
blies such as steering column assemblies 
for dumpers and other assemblies which 
are prone to frequent damage or replace- 
ment due to wear and tear. 

With the size of organisation we are 
discussing, it is probably not necessary to 
keep any elaborate stores control system, 
but only to record the entry of parts into 
the stores for the purposes of accounting, 
and to book out parts from the store so 
that they can be charged in the costings. 
Re-ordering can be done visually or from 
the booking out tickets. Firms larger 
than those we are discussing will find it 
necessary to have a proper stock control 
system. 


Intelligent Forecasting of Needs 


It will be noted that it has not been 
suggested that many of the parts which 
are required for replacement on overhauls 
should be held in stock. If a complete 
range of parts for many machines is held 
in store, then the capital tied up will 
be very high indeed. If a proper system 
of inspection is carried out, it should be 
possible to forecast various requirements 
for the purposes of major overhaul, and 
these can therefore be ordered before the 
overhaul becomes due, and the normal 
stock kept as low as possible. 

To give a brief example of the applica- 
tion of the workings of a repair depart- 


Building Wages 
Unions’ Reaction to Proposal for 
Extra 6d. an Hour 
REPRESENTATIVES of the 19 unions 
affiliated to the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives, at a meeting 
in London on November 11, considered 
proposals for a wage increase of 6d. an 
hour and a reduction in the working 
week from 44 to 42 hours, to take effect 
from October next year. The proposals 
were not entirely acceptable to the 
unions, which decided to press for the 
earlier introduction of at least part of 
the increase, as they consider that nearly 
a year is too long to expect their members 
to wait, especially in view of increases 

recently granted in other industries. 

Any such increase that may be agreed 
will be in addition to the 4d. an hour 
increase that will become due next 
February under the industry's sliding 
scale agreement based on the index of 
retail prices. A total increase of 64d. an 
hour would bring the hourly wage rate 
for craftsmen outside London up to 
5s. 6d. Part of this would compensate for 
the loss of wages resulting from the re- 
duction in working hours. Thus, instead 
of the present £10 18s. for a 44-hour week 
the craftsman would receive £11 11s. for 
a 42-hour week, without overtime. 

It is understood that the employers are 


ment we could take the example of a 
10/7 closed drum mixer which is nearing 
the completion of use on one site, and 
will be required a week after it is finished 
on another site. 

An outside inspection has resulted in 
a report to the Plant Department that the 
engine requires a major overhaul; it is 
burning oil badly, suffers from lack of 
power and is becoming difficult to start. 
It is also reported that the clutch and 
brake linings are nearing the end of their 
life and that the counter shaft bushes are 
worn. The water system is giving trouble 
and the drum carrier shaft bearings are 
worn, but the drum and hopper only 
require minor welding repairs. 

The plant manager examines his per- 
manent record book in conjunction with 
the record of hours worked, and finds 
that this report is almost certainly correct, 
and furthermore that the engine has had 
the pistons and liners changed once and 
that the crank shaft has never been 
ground. 

He therefore decides that he will 
arrange to put a spare engine in this 
machine in order to effect a rapid repair. 
He checks that he has the clutch and 
brake linings in stock, and orders the 
remaining bushes and parts which he 
knows from the report will be required. 

When the machine comes into the yard 
it is thoroughly cleaned, the engine taken 
out, the remaining parts stripped down, 
welding repairs done and the machine re- 
assembled with a new engine. It can be 
tested, painted and put to work in the 
time required. 

The engine removed will, of course, be 
overhauled so that in turn it becomes a 
spare engine.

not likely to agree to the increases unless 
they can be combined with stricter 
control of starting times and the length 
of tea breaks and a general tightening up 
of discipline on sites. In particular, they 
are anxious that the increases should be 
delayed to next October so that they can 
make firm estimates of wage costs in their 
tenders in the coming months. 

The claims could be expected to add 
about £60m. a year to the industry’s wages 
bill.

Mr. Rowland Nicholas's Presidential Address 


Mr. Rowland Nicholas, CBE, BSc, MICE, gave his presidential address to 


the Town Planning Institute on Tuesday, November 1. 


the following extracts : 


THERE IS TALK of comprehensive re- 
development, but I wonder if there is 
any widespread appreciation of the faci 
that the city centres we must now build 
will have to be entirely different places 
from those which exist today. It seems 
to me that the need for comprehensive 
redevelopment arises from the following 
factors: 

(1) To secure the removal, as far as 
possible. of the conditions which now 
exist where pedestrians and vehicles 
are intermixed and where conse- 
quently an increasing number of acci- 
dents will arise, involving loss of life 
and limb, as the use of the motorcar 
continues to increase. 

(2) To encourage the fullest employ 
ment of modern methods of building 
construction which can only be 
obtained where large sites are avail- 
able. 

(3) To provide good standards of 
design, i.e., daylighting, fire precau 
tions, lift services, car parking, etc., 
which cannot be obtained by the 
single replacement of many of our 
existing buildings. 


With these possibilities before us, surely 
our plans for at least the larger central 


areas should envisage that a more or less 
complete segregation of pedestrians and 
vehicles may be required in the future, 
and our rebuilding projects should be 
designed so that this can be attained 
whenever conditions so require. A little 
thought will disclose that much could be 
done in this direction without any signi- 
ficant costs at the present 
time. 

As we shall be devoting one of our 
sessional meetings to the subject of cen- 
tral. area redevelopment, and as the 
Council is at the present time preparing a 
further memorandum on the planning 
procedure which it considers might be 
adopted in order to meet the practical 
difficulties which are at present arising, 
it would be unfair for me to make any 
further comments.

A Complex Problem 

However, I think perhaps I may say 
that our attempts to produce the compre- 
hensive redevelopment which is essential 
to the future will involve a great deal of 
complicated negotiation and persuasion. 
Some general indication of the extent of 
the problems which will arise in Man- 
chester can be gleaned from the fact that 
very little of the central area property 1s 
owner-occupied, so that the problem of 
dealing with existing tenancies will in 
itself be involved and difficult. 

I have read with considerable interest 
the RIBA statements on ‘ Rebuilding our 
Cities’ and on ‘Competition by Tender. 
One of the difficulties we and our archi- 
tect friends have to face is that in the end 


From this we take 


we have to satisfy the requirements ot 
our clients. I make this point because 1 
am sure that where development is to be 
used for private purposes, too much time 
should not be spent on producing detailed 
three-dimensional redevelopment pro- 
posals until one has full information on 
what the building developer wants to do. 
He is the person who knows or who’ has 
the fullest advice on the commercial 
opportunities which he proposes to 
satisfy. 

Of course one must indicate the land 
uses and the planning standards, plot 
ratio, daylighting, car parking, etc., which 
should be applied, and also produce 
three-dimensional ideas as the negotia- 
tions for comprehensive development pro- 
ceed. 


Competition by Tender 


Just a brief word on competition by 
tender. My authority has been engaged 
in this nefarious activity. In the absence 
of any other redevelopment projects from 
which a firm idea of the market value of 
central area sites could have been 
obtained, the method of competition by 
tender was the only way in which the 
appropriate market value could be deter- 
mined. The schemes which have been 
offered have of course been determined 
by the client, that is the building 
developer, and preconceived three-dimen 
sional ideas would sometimes have 
proved quite faulty. I am glad to say that 
so far as my own authority is concerned, 
acceptance of the highest tender has not 
been the deciding factor, and that every 
consideration has been given to the 
quality of the proposals, both from a 
planning and an aesthetic point of view. 


Apart from the need to have a new 
highway plan for London and other 
conurbations, it surprises me to see some 
new urban highway projects which are 
still being built to conceptions which were 
accepted in the age of the horse-drawn 
vehicle. For instance, new traffic junc- 
tions flanked with shopping and business 
frontages, but adorned with zebra cros- 
sings and pedestrian guard-rails instead 
of the horse trough. 

What of the new towns of tomorrow? 
How are these to be designed for the 
motor age? A traffic analysis undertaken 
for the new town of Cumbernauld, which 
will be a compact town of 70,000 popula- 
tion covering 4,150 acres (85 persons per 
acre net residential density), has disclosed 
that some of the new radial roads will 
ultimately be three-lane dual carriage- 
ways, or roads designed for tidal flow, 
and that the road system will eventually 
require ten fly-over intersections. These 
conclusions are based on a number of 
reasonable assumptions, except possibly 
the forecast that the maximum number 
of cars will be 0.7 per family. The Road 
Research Laboratory in examining the 


analysis considered that a figure of unity 
might be more appropriate. 


On the matter of car parking in the 
centre of this new town, the estimates 
indicate that provision for 3,000 cars 
should be made therein and that this may 
ultimately increase by a further 2,000 
cars. Consider this in relation to the 
8,000 cars which at present park in the 
centre of Manchester and which probably 
emanate from a population twenty times 
greater. 

Building for the motor 
obviously necessitate considerable 
changes in all building layouts—com- 
mercial, industrial and residential—and, 
so far as the latter is concerned, a care- 
less acceptance of the idea that future 
garage requirements can be met by using 
up any available pieces of open space, 
and even amenity areas, can surely only 
mean that in time the aesthetic values 
which are attained in the original de- 
velopment will be largely disfigured. 


age will 


In the conurbations, the urban prob- 
lems to which I have referred make it all 
the more regrettable that the 1947 Act 
destroyed such regional planning as pre- 
viously existed. In some areas at least 
this planning was being undertaken 
vigorously, in an atmosphere of co-opera- 
tion between the various local authority 
representatives and officers concerned. 
Although the Act provided that joint 
planning boards could be established, no 
such boards have come into being. In 
most cases, even advisory planning areas 
also ceased to exist and have not been 
resuscitated. 

It may be that when the boundary com 
mission have completed their investiga 
tions and Local Government has been re- 
organised, regional planning, at least in 
an advisory form, may again become 
acceptable, but this will be a long time 
to wait. In the meantime, the living 
problems of large masses of people remain 
largely unsolved. 


The Planner and Other Technical 
Professions 


One would imagine from public utter- 
ances that the architect skilled in the 
design of buildings has all the experience 
and knowledge which is required to plan 
comprehensive central area redevelop- 
ment. The planning of a building, or 
even a series of buildings, is very dif- 
ferent to planning of an_ overall 
character, in which the town’s future 
requirements in proportions of industry, 
shopping, residential accommodation. 
civic buildings and semi-civic buildings, 
the future traffic requirements and the 
way in which resources are to be 
deployed, statutory service problems and 
so on, must be assessed. These are far 
away from the problems involved in the 
planning of buildings, and are on a much 
vaster scale. 

My remarks are not intended as any 
criticism of the architectural] profession. 
The culmination of the work of the 
planner and, indeed, the planning which 
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he undertakes, must provide for the 
operations of the other technical profes- 
sions and must often be based on advice 
and assistance received from them in the 
formative stages. In city centre rede- 
velopment, obviously the architect would 
have responsibility for the actual build- 
ings, the engineer would undertake the 
repositioning of roads and services and 
the construction of new roads, and the 
valuer would be concerned in the con- 
siderable financial deliberations which 
would be involved. 


Perhaps there is something wrong with 
the education of many technical people 
today, in that in their formative years 
they may spend too much time collecting 
qualifications and passing duplicate and 
even triplicate examinations in the same 
subjects, and too little time on a broader 
education in the arts. It may well be that 
professions which impinge on one 
another, as architecture, civil engineering 
and planning do, should grant reciprocal 
exemptions, under proper safeguards of 
course, so that these duplications can be 
avoided. 


Vote of Thanks 


Proposing a vote of thanks to the Presi- 
dent for his address, MR. J. G. JEFFERSON, 
MTPI, MICE, senior Vice-President of the 
Institute, and County Planning Officer for 
West Sussex, said there must be few in 
that room who would not remember the 
impact the Manchester Plan of 1945 had 
on the country at that time. In that plan 
Mr. Nicholas faced up to the planning 
issues confronting the country at that 
time and of Manchester in particular. He 
analysed the problems and put forward 
solutions in a way in which, as far as he 


(Mr. Jefferson) was aware, had never been 
done before. 

He remembered when he went to look 
at the plan with the chairman of his Plan- 
ning Committee, how positively staggered 
he was at the suggestions that were then 
made. It was no fault of their President 
that some of the suggestions made 15 
years ago had not been carried out. Mr. 
Nicholas had approached his Presidential 
address in the same spirit. He had looked 
at the problems that faced planners today 
and had not taken refuge in platitudes. 

Mr. Jefferson referred to three of the 
points the President made. The first was 
the need to secure that new dwellings 
were satisfactory for the living of a happy 
and contented family life particularly in 
relation to leisure. He was fascinated by 
an address given at the Town and Country 
Planning Summer School at St. Andrews, 
by Dr. Mark Abrams, who dealt with the 
question of leisure and pointed out that 
a very large proportion of the leisured 
time of people today was spent in and 
around the home. It was true, of course, 
that the habits of people were changing, 
but he sometimes wondered whether the 
streamlined dwelling accommodation they 
had today allowed for making the most 
of their leisure in the way they wished. 
If it did not, it might be a serious reflec- 
tion on what had been planned. 

Mr. Jefferson said he completely agreed 
with the point that all town halls and 
municipal offices should have exhibition 
facilities where planning projects on an 
ample scale could be displayed as a con- 
tinuing event. Such facilities were woe- 
fully lacking in this country today. Any- 
one who had been on the Continent, and 
had seen what was provided, for example, 
at Rotterdam, and also in Moscow, had 


Authorisation for Pipeline Development 
County Councils’ Association’s Advice to Minister 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


COUNTY AUTHORITIES are telling the Minis- 
ter of Power that it should be a condi- 
tion precedent to the deposit of a private 
Bill authorising pipeline development that 
planning permission should first have 
been obtained for the development pro- 
posed. 

This follows a letter from the Ministry 
to the County Councils’ Association re- 
ferring to the statement of the Minister 
of Power in the House of Commons on 
June 29 last, that the Government were 
undertaking an examination of the 
general problem of pipeline development 
in the United Kingdom. 


The Ministry sought the association’s 
views on whether such development 
should continue to be authorised by Pri- 
vate Bills and, if so, whether any modi- 
fications to the procedure were desirable 
or, if not, what procedure should be 
substituted. 

In considering the subject the planning 
committee of the association had before 
it an extract from the Special Report of 
the Select Committee on the Esso Petro- 
leum Bill. 

This committee recommended that no 
further private Bills for the construction 


of pipelines should be passed by the 
House. They were attracted by the idea 
that such measures should be authorised 
by Provisional Order and that a public 
inquiry should be held before the Order 
was made and the Order itself should be 
confirmed by a Provisional Order Bill. 

In a report on the proposal that asso- 
ciation’s advisers stated: 


‘If, as appears possible, there is to be 
in the future a considerable increase in 
the number of pipelines constructed it 
will be essential for the land use aspect 
of the proposals to be very carefully con- 
sidered by those responsible for planning 
the future use of land in this country, 
namely, the local planning authorities, 
and for the views of individual owners 
and occupiers to be taken into account. 
Machinery to secure this already exists 
under the planning permission procedure 
of the Town and Country Planning Acts 
but is not employed by promoters of Pri- 
vate Bills. 


‘If it were to be a condition prece- 
dent to the deposit of a Private Bill in 
Parliament for the construction of a pipe- 
line that planning permission should first 
have been obtained, the present difficulty 
which prevents Parliament from amend- 
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been absolutely staggered at the scale in 
which these facilities were provided. 


Regional Planning 


MR. D. W. RILEY, MTPI, MIMUNE, Area 
Planning and Development Officer, Staf- 
fordshire, seconded the vote of thanks. 
Referring to the President’s points on 
regional planning, he thought there 
seemed to be a sort of nostalgia for the 
old days of regional planning, but he 
felt we had progressed since those days, 
and although the old days had many 
attractions, the new set-up had come and 
he did not think it was worse than the 
previous one. 


Some of the proposals were got out 
15 years ago and when one looked at 
them now, they were really quite re- 
markable. But, in any case, he thought 
the set-up was likely to be revised by the 
Local Government Commission and the 
Royal Commission on London Govern- 
ment. They would have noticed a com- 
plete inconsistency between the two 
recommendations. He felt, ultimately, 
that they had to emphasise the importance 
of the locality and over that one must 
have planning over the whole area. 


Mr. Riley thought the logic of that was 
inescapable, and that was what they had 
to aim at, but it did seem the difficulties 
in the way were very great. He thought 
they would have more plans and that 
was the way events would move, and he 
did not think it was a bad thing because, 
if one looked at the London Region, the 
Region ought to be dealt with as one 
unit, and if they took that out they would 
see it would take a very considerable 
slice out of the country as a whole, which 
was not really big in itself. 


ing the route of a proposal beyond cer- 
tain limits would in practice not arise— 
individual owners, etc., would already 
have had the opportunity of expressing 
their views (at a public inquiry) without 
the expense of petitioning against the 
Bill. 

‘In regard to the procedure for granting 
compulsory powers, it may be felt that a 
private company seeking power to 
acquire compulsorily the property of 
another private person should be required 
to demonstrate to Parliament that they 
should be granted those powers and that 
Parliament should reserve to itself ex- 
clusively the right, on consideration of 
the evidence presented, to authorise one 
private person to acquire compulsorily the 
property of another. 

‘The Provisional Order procedure re- 
ferred to by the Select Committee is cum- 
brous and protracted and provides no 
better remedy for the alleged defects 
than would be obtained by adopting the 
available procedure under the Town 
Planning Acts—and this can be effected 
without further legislation. Your advisers 
have also examined suggestions for new 
procedures but feel the proposals referred 
to above will not only afford suitable 
safeguards for private interests but also 
ensure that the proposals for pipelines 
are examined at the earliest stage in re- 
lation to the nationally important factor 
of land use.’

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Aspects of Urban Renewal 
Sir William Holford's Address to the Housing Centre Trust 


SPEAKING at the annual general meeting 
of the Housing Centre Trust on October 
5, SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD, MA, PRIBA, MTPI, 
president, expressed some thoughts on 
what he called * central residence,’ or the 
pleasures and problems of rehousing in 
the central areas of the big towns. This, 
he said, was an aspect of urban renewal, 
a reversal of the trend that had been 
going on for centuries, of the moving out 
of residents from the centres of our cities 
to suburbs and quite distant countryside 
and their replacement by non-residential 
workers. 

Sir William took the City of London as 
the example, par excellence, of decentra 
lisation, and then sought to show that 
the reverse process had begun with the 
completion of such schemes as Golden- 
lane and the planning of the Barbican 
scheme, complemented on a smaller scale 
by the erection of single and small groups 
of flats among the big commercial re- 
building schemes on the Bank of England 
site, north of St. Paul's, and at Tower 
Hill. The terms of reference of the 
Special (Barbican) Committee of the City 
Corporation, he said, were especially in- 
teresting. They included the provision of 
high-density residential accommodation 
to meet a demand among the middle and 
higher income groups employed in the 
City for this type of accommodation near 
to their places of employment. 

In the final Barbican proposal there was 
already the framework of a scheme for 
central residence, composed of three 
demands. One was from single people, 
married couples and some families, of 
moderate to low income, who were 
already on the City’s housing list or who 
needed to live on or very near their work 
in the City for economic and employ- 
ment reasons. The second was from 
other households (mainly of one or two 
persons) in the middle and upper income 
groups, who found it extremely con- 
venient to live in the City and might, in 
part, have alternative accommodation for 
the summer and for week-ends. There 
was also a potential demand from 
students and teachers, doctors and a few 
other professional people who would like 
to live in the City, or at any rate for a 
limited period, if housing policy made it 
possible for them to do so. 


Barbican Type Schemes 


Sir William suggested that it was nes- 
sary to look more fully into the possibility 
of such schemes as the Barbican being 
applied to central areas in general, and 
in other towns than London. This was 
not because it was an important element 
in national housing policy (it would 
always be a very small proportion of total 
housing demand in this country), but 
principally as an important element in 
urban renewal and as an alleviation of 
some of the problems of the journey to 
work. 

It was obvious that a project that con- 
tained only housing, almost inevitably in 


tall blocks, on expensive land in the cen- 
tral area of a town, had formidable difh- 
culties to overcome. The cost of con- 
struction per square foot for high-rise 
flats and offices was not so very different, 
while the rents obtainable for offices were 
usually at least twice as much. Central 
residence, therefore, had to be carried 
by other uses if it was to be made to pay 
as a private enterprise. What was interest- 
ing at the present time was the new look 
which building owners and developers, 
as well as their architects, were giving to 
residential accommodation of different 
kinds in central areas. It was gradually 
being realised that quality and variety in 
building forms and uses were just as im- 
portant as quantity of floor space and of 
traffic. Both socially and architecturally 
the congestion that was created simply by 
the large-scale exploitation of a uniform 
type of development was becoming a 
bore. 

People who cared for the preservation 
of such things as historic buildings and 
places of social resort and character were 
alarmed by the fact that building de- 
velopment promoted solely on the prin- 
ciple of the most profitable use would 
slowly eliminate all the theatres and 
clubs, art galleries and concert halls, 
which made a city a pleasure and gave 
it a sense of occasion. For these reasons, 
as well as for practical considerations of 
convenience and comfort, the idea of 
carrying a proportion of residential use 
on the back of large-scale commercial 
projects in some redeveloped city centres 
had at least a chance of being considered 


Universities and Cities 

Quoting LCC figures to show that in 
the last 40 years the rate of residential 
decrease in the central area of the County 
of London was twice that for the rest of 
the county, and that new residences in 
the centre were small, Sir William re- 
ferred to a note in the County Planning 
Report on the London Development Plan 
about the beds available in student ac- 
commodation during the summer months. 
The university reference was interesting, 
Sir William commented, and proceeded 
to remind the meeting that in the great 
continental towns of the Middle Ages 
city and university were closely linked, 
while at Oxford and Cambridge today 
town and gown were also close—some- 
times too close for comfort! Here again 
there had been a turn of the tide. As 
the University Grants Committee had 
asked for the doubling, and even trebling, 
of student numbers, some universities and 
colleges located in central areas had 
determined to build high-rise flats and 
halls of residence in, or very near, the 
teaching departments, the refectory or 
the union. Thus Manchester had planned 
an urban student community, including a 
university street and a tower block. 

At Leeds the advisory development 
plan for the university recommended at 


least 3,000 residential places within the 
university precinct in the form of study- 
bedrooms, flats or ‘ scholars’ cells.’ This, 
he thought, was a suitable form of cen- 
tral residence, since it catered for indi- 
viduals and some families at a time when 
they could make the most of city life and 
contribute a good deal of colour and live- 
liness to a town centre. He wished that 
this idea could be put to good use in the 
university precinct of Bloomsbury, but 
there it was a question of the sites avail- 
able. 


Slum Clearance Subsidies 


Direct housing subsidies in central 
areas were now only available to assist 
slum clearance and redevelopment after 
war damage. A very good recent ex- 
ample on the fringe of London's central 
area was the Regent's Park redevelopment 
project, designed for St. Pancras Borough 
Council by Frederick MacManus, FRIBA. 
Here were 10-storey blocks of flats, a 
tower of 17 storeys called ‘ The Combe,’ 
and 4-storey maisonnettes replacing the 
war-damaged Regency squares of brick 
and stucco. 

Here, among a diversity of other 
tenants, were re-housed a number of the 
tradesmen and craftsmen who used to 
occupy the mews and cottages. The 
Nash Terraces used to tower above them; 
now, in tall blocks of flats or maison- 
nettes, they looked down on these and 
over their heads to Regent’s Park and 
Primrose Hill. This project, said Sir 
William, was a true renaissance, an 
authentic piece of urban renewal, pre- 
serving human values and presenting 
them in a fresh and effective way. 

MISS J. G. LEDEBOER, MA, FRIBA, chair- 
man of the general committee, presided 
over the meeting. Commenting on the 
annual report, she referred to what had 
been termed ‘the third arm’ of housing 
provision (after the local authorities and 
commercial enterprise), the housing 
societies similar to the housing associa- 
tions and co-operatives used in many 
continental countries, and suggested that 
this might be the means whereby people 
who wanted accommodation to rent but 
not to purchase, and did not want to 
obtain it through either the local autho- 
rities or private enterprise, might be 
catered for. 

Referring to the tremendous pressure 
on housing in the south of England, Miss 
Ledeboer said that the movement of 
people from north to south had become 
very worrying; it was the unwinding of 
the Industrial Revolution. 


Election of Officers 
Miss Ledeboer was later re-elected 
chairman and Mr. J. A. Macnabb, MA, 
FCA, FIHsg, honorary treasurer. Mr. D. 
Rigby Childs, BA(Arch), ARIBA, 
AMTPI, was elected a new member of 
the committee. 





Building in the City 


St. Paul's Precinct Development Approved 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL, at its 
meeting on November 3, approved a 
development agreement transacted 
between its officers and the Church Com- 
missioners for the redevelopment of the 
St. Paul’s precinct area, north of the 
cathedral. A move by MAJOR Cc. E. 
SANDLE to withhold approval on the agree- 
ment until a model plan had been pro- 
duced failed because no one seconded 
the motion. The area affected is that 
bounded by St. Paul’s-churchyard, Pan- 
yer-alley, Warwick-lane and Newgate- 
street. The development will follow 
Sir William Holford’s proposals. Draw- 
ings were approved by the Council on 
March 24. 

The Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee in its report said it would 
involve a loss to the City Corporation of 
£9,300 a year over 60 years. The cost 
of development of the area by the Cor- 
poration, however. would have been an 
estimated £10m. to £12m. Under the 
terms of the development agreement the 
Commissioners are to construct the 
pedestrian areas above the car park and 
in the shopping centre within the 
development area, without cost to the 
Corporation. 

The Commissioners are also, at their 
own cost, to construct a ‘ Block A’ with 
colonnades, arcades and terraces at 
various levels, together with public lava- 
tories adjacent to the piazza, on the 
basis of the Holford plan. At the cost of 
the Corporation, the Commissioners are 
to construct foundations for bridge 
abutments on the Newgate-street frontage 
to carry a bridge across Newgate-street, 
and the Commissioners are to provide in 
their development 20 car spaces for use 
in connection with ‘ Block G’ (the block 
at the corner of Cheapside and St. Paul’s- 
churchyard). 

Completion in Five Years 

‘The Commissioners,’ says the report, 
‘undertake to complete the development 
within five years from the date of the 
agreement, except the part of the develop- 
ment lying to the south of Paternoster- 
row and east of St. Paul’s-alley (‘ Block 
F’ only) which they undertake to com- 
plete within 10 years.’ The committee 
expressed the view that the whole of this 
substantial part of the proposed St. 
Paul’s precinct should be redeveloped, 
without further delay, ‘in a manner con- 
sistent with the scheme prepared by Sir 
William Holford.’ 

A sale agreement, concluded with the 
Commissioners, was also approved. MR. 
BENJAMIN GEORGE ARTHUR, chairman of 
the Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee, said: *‘ The proposals we now 
submit are in accord with the policy laid 
down by the Court as far back as 1949. 
You then agreed that where freeholders 
were willing and able to develop their 
land on a comprehensive scheme and, of 
course, on terms acceptable to the Cor- 
poration, you would not then exercise 
compulsory powers of purchase. 


‘Extensive negotiations have been 
necessary in this matter on account of (a) 
the size of the area and (b) because the 
land lies under the shadow of St. Paul’s. 
These conditions,’ he continued, ‘ have 
in turn made it necessary to ensure that 
the development is carried through 
strictly in accordance with the scheme 
prepared by Sir William Holford.’ 

Mr. Arthur added: ‘May I say our 
proposals are not only the culmination of 
negotiations which have been going on 
for many years, but that in our care- 
fully considered opinion, represent a prac- 
tical way in which we can now secure re- 
development of the area without further 
inevitable delays, which, I do know, have 
caused much concern to many members. 
I am sure that if our proposals have your 
support, at long last the area of the great 
St. Paul’s will be encased in noble build- 
ings which, while not enclosing the build- 
ing, will add to the majesty of Wren’s 
masterpiece.’ 

Certain observations were made by MR. 
HARDCASTLE SANDERS. ‘In St. Paul’s,’ he 
commented, ‘we have one of the most 
famous buildings in the world, visited by 
thousands of people every day, and yet 
it still hasn’t got the most essential ser- 
vice which should be provided—namely, 
conveniences for ladies and gentlemen. 
I see it will be five years before these 
conveniences are likely to be built and, 
personally, I think this too long. Unless 
we can get some undertaking by the 
Church Commissioners to build them at 
an early date we should pay for some 
temporary conveniences outside the 
cathedral at an early date until the per- 
manent ones have been built. 

* We have been talking,’ he continued, 
“about getting Temple Bar back to the 
City again, and it occurred to me whether 
it is possible to arrange with the Church 
Commissioners to find a suitable spot in 
one of the quiet squares for the Temple 
Bar and possibly the London Stone.’ 

MR. LESLIE BARNETT PRINCE, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, addressed the 
council. He said: ‘ Members reading the 
financial report must be a little worried, 
as I was when I saw this report, that here 
we have freeholders on a very important, 
valuable site and we pass it over to the 
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Church Commissioners. Instead of a 
profit going to the rate we are, in fact, 
faced with a loss of approximately £9,000 
per annum on the rate for 60 years. 


‘This could have easily cost us £10m. 
or £l12m.; it would nearly have been 
another Barbican so far as finance was 
concerned. The matter has now been 
conducted so that the Church Commis- 
sioners take it over at a loss of £278,000, 
because, in fact, although the agreement 
price is £175,000 the work to be done 
is over £300,000 and therefore the selling 
price is about £486,000.’ 


Plans Approved and Refused 


The council approved the proposal to 
erect an eight-storey office building with a 
five-storey wing next to St. Peter’s-alley, on 
a site at 3 to 6 Gracechurch-street and 53 
Cornhill. The building will include a base- 
ment car park. ine applicants were 
R. Seifert and Partners, 28 Gt. Ormond- 
street, WCl. Permission was refused for the 
proposed development of a six-storey build- 
ing for use as showrooms and offices at 
4, 5 and 6 Smithfield-street (Stevens, Scanlon 
and Co., 56 Buckingham-gate, SW1). The 
reasons for refusal were that the proposals 
did not compiy with the Corporation’s plan- 
ning standards as regards day-lighting, plot 
ratio, loading and unloading, and car park- 
ing within the curtilage of the site; and that 
the proposed use for office purposes would 
tend to increase the day-time population in 
the area which was zoned for commercial 
purposes. 


The building of a five-storey office block 
at 21 Austin Friars (T. P. Bennett and Son, 
43 Bloomsbury-square, WCl) was another 
proposal which was turned down. One of 
the reasons for refusal was that the existing 
properties should be retained at present and 
be redeveloped in due course at the same 
time and in conjunction with the other build- 
ing in Throgmorton-avenue and Austin 
Friars with which it forms a group. 

Such redevelopment, it was stated in the 
town planning committee’s report, would be 
in a scheme complying with planning 
standards as to light and air and plot ratio, 
and would provide for adequate car parking 
and loading and unloading within the cur- 
tilage of the combined sites. 


The council approved drawings and details 
of materials submitted in compliance with 
the conditions of permission already granted 
in the following cases: 

A 19-storey office building at Wood-street 
(September 22, 1960); an office building at 
Shelley House, 12 to 22 Noble-street (April 9, 
1959); a six-storey building for the ‘ Daily 
Express” at Shoe-lane (April 12, 1951); the 
new comprehensive development at Ludgate- 
hill, known as Hillgate House (April 17, 
1958); rebuilding for use as offices at 10 and 
ll The Crescent, Minories (September 19, 
1957); and rebuilding of a war-damaged 
block at Brooks-Wharf. Upper Thames- 
street.

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Condensation Under Impervious Roofing 


Its Cause and Prevention 


BY A. H. T. BRODERICK 
Rising standards of heating and of structural insulation and a much wider 
use of impervious roof coverings—copper, aluminium, felt, asphalt, steel 
decking and corrugated sheeting—have combined to make this one of the 


important problems facing architects and builders today. 


Mr. Broderick, 


who was chairman of the Structural Insulation Association from 1950 to 
1959, and has had wide experience of the problem, describes very simply why 
condensation occurs and how easy it is to avoid trouble. 


THIS IS BY NO MEANS a new problem. 
I first met it about 1935 on the flat 
roof of a fire station in the Harrow-road, 
London, where the built-up felt roofing 
was lifting and blistering. Although the 
roofing had been laid by a leading firm, it 
was clear that moisture was trapped below 
and it was soon revealed that the fibre 
board insulation on the flat concrete deck 
was saturated with water. No points were 
found where rainwater could have pene- 
trated, so the water must have come from 
below. How it got where it was is now 
fairly widely understood, but for a full 
appreciation of its cause and cure it may 
help to go back to first principles. 

Perhaps the first experience of conden- 
sation which comes to most of us is when, 
as children, we breathed on a cold win- 
dow pane. We brought warm moist air 
into contact with a cold surface and the 
mist of condensation was the result. Later 
on, we became familiar with condensa- 
tion forming on the windows of a warm 
room, railway carriage, or motor car in 
very cold weather, without specially 
breathing on them. When we have 
reached maturity we can judge whether 
our glass of wine, or beer (or maybe ice- 
cream-soda) has been properly chilled, by 
the misting of condensation on the out- 
side of the glass. 


The Causes 


Warm air can hold more moisture than 
cold air, and although warming air does 
not necessarily increase its moisture con- 
tent, warm air does tend to take up and 
hold more grains of water per cubic foot 
than cold air. When warm air containing 
some moisture vapour is allowed to come 
into contact with a cold surface, it is 
chilled, and if it reaches a temperature at 
which it can no longer contain all the 
moisture it is carrying, condensation on 
the cold surface results. Whether or not 
condensation occurs, and how severely, 
depends entirely on the relation between 
the moisture content of the air and the 
surface temperature. 

It follows simple natural laws and, if 
suitable conditions occur or are created, 
no one can stop condensation from hap- 
pening so long as those conditions con- 
tinue. What we can do quite easily is to 
prevent harmful condensation conditions 
from arising in our buildings, during con- 
struction and occupation, if architects and 
builders apply with understanding the 
knowledge available. 


A Homely Example 
Imagine for a moment a small, cold 
scullery or similar room in winter, open- 
ing off a warm kitchen in which the Sun- 
day joint is being cooked and vegetables 


are boiling. If the door into the scullery 
is opened, and left open, relatively warm, 
moisture-laden air will pass from the 
kitchen and in a very short time conden- 
sation will appear on the scullery win- 
dow. As time goes on this condensation 
becomes heavier until it is streaming 
down the window, cold wall and floor sur- 
faces become damp, cold water pipes start 
dripping with moisture, and so on. 

In this case, two simple cures are fairly 
obvious. Shut the kitchen door to cut 
off the supply of warm, moist air, and 
open the scullery window to ventilate the 
scullery to the outer air. The air then 
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circulating from the scullery to the outer 
air will carry away the surplus moisture 
at a rate depending on the amount of 
ventilation and the difference in moisture 
conditions in the scullery and out of 
doors. 

If the kitchen door is well fitted and 
impervious to moisture, closing it will 
effectively cut off all moisture vapour 
from passing into the scullery. But if it 
fits badly, or the kitchen is ventilated to 
the scullery by means of holes in the 
door, a supply of warm, moist air will still 
get into the scullery and cause trouble 
unless sufficient ventilation is provided 
between the scullery and outer air to 
carry off the excess moisture vapour. 

Principles of Prevention 

With this examovle in mind the prin- 
ciples of preventing harmful condensation 
under any sort of impervious roofing, on 
any type of roof structure, will become 
fairly obvious. They are: 

(1) Reduce to a reasonable minimum 
the amount of moisture in vapour form 
which can find its way from the build- 
ing into contact with the underside of 
the roofing, by seeing that ceilings or 
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Staining of roof lining by condensation under roofing on a textile mill. 
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roof linings fit properly and are not 
by-passed by open pipe ducts and so 
on. 
(2) Remove the small amount of 
moisture in vapour form which will 
still find its way into the roof void, by 
providing a small amount of ventilation 
between the roof void and the outer air. 
(3) Cover any open water tanks in 
the roof void to reduce the addition of 
moisture to the roof void by evapora- 
tion. 
Vapour Diffusion 
Before considering the details of con- 
struction by which this can be achieved 


there is one further point we must bear 
in mind. What appears to be a solid and

convenient and normally provide adequate ventilation 


air-tight material (e.g., an ordinary plaster 
or fibre-board ceiling, or concrete roof 
deck) is not necessarily proof against the 
passage of moisture in vapour form. 
Where there is more moisture in the 
air on one side of a structure than on 
the other, what is known as a * vapour 
pressure’ is set up and moisture tends 
to travel freely, though maybe invisibly, 
through the structure by ‘ diffusion ’ from 
particle to particle of the structure, quite 
irrespective of whether the air, which 
previously contained the moisture vapour, 
can pass through with it. If there is an 
air space, such as a roof void, on the other 
side of the structure, the moisture—still 
invisible and intangible—may be carried 
off by the air in the air space until it 


reaches the outer air by accidental or 
deliberately contrived ventilation and 
there be harmlessly dispersed. It may, 
however, accumulate in the air space 
until it finds a sufficiently cold surface 
when condensation will result. 

If there is no air space but an imper- 
vious covering of any type, such as metal, 
asphalt or bitumenised felt, on the other 
side of the structure, then the moisture 
can go no further and if this surface is as 
warm as the air in the building, equili- 
brium will soon be established. But if 
the outer covering becomes cold the 
moisture adjacent to it tends to con- 
dense, the ‘vapour pressure’ at this 
point is lowered, more moisture begins 
to diffuse through the structure, and 
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concrete due to 
under asphalt 


Staining of 


unless temperature conditions are re- 
versed or some means provided for the 
moisture to escape to the outer air, 
saturation of the structure can result with 
consequent damage to decorations and 
maybe to the structure itself. 

If, during its passage through the struc- 
ture, the moisture comes to a point 
where the temperature of the structure 
itself is cold enough, it will condense 
right there in the interstices of the struc- 
ture and produce what is known as * inter- 
stitial condensation.’ 


Vapour Barriers 
Most ordinary building materials are 


not entirely impervious to moisture 
vapour. In normal circumstances we can 
accept this and, so long as we make our 
ceilings, roof linings or roof decks as 
reasonably air-tight from the underside 
as is normally possible (avoiding gaps 
around light fittings, or trap-doors or pipe 
ducts left open), and provide suitable ven- 
tilation from above to the outer air, this 
is sufficient to avoid trouble. But where 
special precautions are deemed necessary 
(whether because of exceptional tempera- 
ture or humidity conditions in the build- 
ing, or exceptionally severe weather con- 
ditions outside) a ‘vapour barrier’ can 
be incorporated in the structure as near 
to the warm surface as possible. This may 
be a layer of aluminium foil, a surface 
treatment with oil paint, or something of 
similar nature. 


New Building Methods 


Undoubtedly, this problem is more 
important to architects and builders than 
it used to be and, as the Building 
Research Station point out in their Digest 
No. 132, ‘Condensation in Dwellings,’ 
there are several good reasons why this 
should be so. One is the change in our 
living habits, for example, smaller space 
standards, higher temperature standards 
in winter, and the wider use of flueless 
oil- and gas-burning heating appliances 
and electric and gas cooking stoves in 
place of the old solid fuel cooker. 

At the same time there have been con-

siderable developments in building tech- 
niques during the past thirty years which 
have generally resulted in more air-tight 
and less draughty buildings and a wider 
use of impervious roof coverings of many 
types. During the past ten years or so 
there has also been an enormously 
increased use of structural insulation in 
all types of buildings. With high heating 
costs we naturally use insulation in our 
roof structure or ceilings. When we do 
this everything above the insulation is 
colder in winter than if it were warmed 
by heat escaping from the building below 
and gets down more quickly to the 
temperature at which condensation will 
occur. 


Precautions are Simple 


For all normal conditions during the 
occupied life of a building, relatively 
simple precautions are _ sufficient to 
eliminate the risk of harmful condensa- 
tion. With pitched roofing over a ceiling 
at tie bar level all we need to do is to 
see that there are no apertures in the 
ceiling structure and to find some suitable 
way of providing a small amount of ven- 
tilation from the roof void to the outer 
air. This ventilation can usually be most 
easily and positively provided by an air- 
brick near the apex of each gable wall. 

Alternatively, with a low-pitched roof, 
a continuous air gap, a quarter of an inch 
wide, around eaves and verges (or an 
equivalent area of ventilation by means 
of holes in eaves and verge soffits), may 
be used. If this system is used, the brick- 
layer should not defeat the ventilation 
by blocking the space between rafters or 
verge brackets with ‘beam filling ’— 
a useless, and in this case positively harm- 
ful, waste of bricks and labour. 


With high-pitched roofs (i.e., over 
about 20° pitch) ventilation at eaves level 
alone may be ineffective through leav- 
ing a dead-air pocket at the apex of the 
roof void to which warm, moist air can 
ascend and build up to condensation con- 
ditions with little relief from the venti- 
lated level below. With such roofs, ven- 


tilation near the apex is desirable. Some 
roofs can only be ventilated through the 
roofing itself; for example, a roof with 
hipped ends and having parapet gutters 
at a level which precludes ventilating the 
roof void by air-bricks through the para- 
pet walls below gutter level. All roofs 
with a normal roof void are, however, 
relatively simple to deal with. 


Sloping Ceilings 

The problem is a bit more difficult 
where an architect wants to use a ceiling 
or roof lining to follow the underside of 
the rafters, or fixed to the underside of 
purlins with the roofing immediately on 
top of the purlins. Instead of a large and 
easily ventilated roof void there may be 
dozens of small, sealed, air-pockets, into 
which moisture can penetrate by diffu 
sion through the ceiling material and 
build up in stagnant conditions. 

This type of roof structure can norm 
ally be given sufficient ventilation by 
leaving a gap to the outer air at the eaves 
and verges and either fixing the roofing 
to rafters running above the purlins, or 
the ceiling to battens running beneath 
rafters or purlins. The amount of venti- 
lation which can be provided in this way 
is necessarily limited, and careful detail- 
ing and supervision is essential to prevent 
the ventilation provisions from being nul- 
lified, such as by using noggings deep 
enough to block the air space, or posi- 
tioned immediately under or above pur- 
lins or other noggings. 


Factory Roofs 


With corrugated roof sheeting and an 
insulating underlining as frequently used 
on industrial buildings, exactly the same 
principles apply; make the lining reason- 
ably air-tight and allow some slight ven- 
tilation between the space above the roof 
lining and the outer air. Such simple pre- 
cautions will not avail in textile mills, 
bakeries, paper mills, and so on, where 
special humidity and temperature condi- 
tions may occur. In such cases vapour 
barriers or other special precautions may 
be necessary; specialist advice is highly 
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desirable. 

For use with built-up felt or asphalt 
roofing over concrete decks, various 
ventilating devices are available through 
which moisture, whether from drying out 
of concrete or screed, or diffusing from 
the building during occupation, can 
‘ breathe ’ to the outer air. 


Single Membrane Decks 


What we may call ‘single membrane 
decks’—a single slab (possibly made 
from insulating material) with water- 
proof covering applied immediately above, 
with the underside exposed within the 
building and decorated—are an attractive 
idea to many architects. In certain cir- 
cumstances they appear to offer an econo- 
mical construction and, where one can be 
certain that the heating and humidity 
levels will always be low, they may have 
a satisfactory life. To use single mem- 
brane decks with impervious coverings 
where humidities can, even though 
occasionally and only temporarily, be 
high, such as in churches, halls, car- 
washing bays and poultry sheds, to name 
but a few, without a really efficient 
‘ vapour barrier’ on the under surface, is 
to head for trouble. 


Buildings Drying Out 


There is one point which I cannot 
emphasise too strongly. The moderate 
amounts of roof void ventilation which 
I have described and illustrated are only 
designed to take care of the amount of 
humidity occurring during normal 
occupation of a normal building with 
normal close fitting ceilings or roof 
linings. They are not designed to cope 
with special humidities and they are 
nothing like sufficient to take care of the 
massive amounts of moisture vapour 
which can rise to roof level during the 
drying out of a building in cold weather. 
Let me give two examples: 

Some ten years ago we had started 
erecting the trussed rafters on a house 


when we were snowed off for several 
days. As soon as we could, we brushed 
the snow off, finished the roof framing, 
and fixed the insulated copper roofing. 
A few weeks later the builder asked us 
to inspect the roof because it was ‘ leak- 
ing all over.’ We found that, eager to 
find inside work for his men, he had 
glazed the windows and got on with the 
plastering. To make things worse his 
bricklayers had blocked up the eaves and 
verge ventilation, and since the weather 
was still very cold, he kept the windows 
closed and lit fires to keep out the frost. 


Although the first-floor ceiling was 
completed he had not yet fixed the trap- 
door and the volume of moisture from the 
sodden building which was being carried 
up to condense in the roof void was 
almost unbelievable. Even the timbers 
were sodden and wet to the touch. Only 
by telling the builder that his window 
glass must clearly be leaking badly to 
account for all the water running down 
the inside surface (which was obviously 
absurd) could I finally convince him that 
the moisture under the cold copper roof- 
ing might indeed be condensation and 
not caused by ‘hundreds of leaks.’ 
The solution was simple; an air-brick at 
the apex of each gable wall and the trap- 
door to be fitted at once and kept shut. 
When we checked a month later the roof 
void was quite dry and there has been no 
further trouble. 


More recently, on some flats in a 
distant county, which we had just roofed 
in winter, our supervisor found that 
dampness, reported to have been caused 
by ‘ leaks,’ was, in fact, due to condensa- 
tion coming from plastering operations on 
lower floors, with windows tight shut and 
the top floor ceiling incomplete and with- 
out a trap-door. We asked the builders 
to complete the top ceiling without delay, 
install the trap-door and keep it shut 
(except when access was actually re- 
quired), and have the windows opened 
whenever possible to help reduce the 


Damp Walls and Condensation in Old Houses 


Simple and Successful Remedies 


THERE has been much correspondence and 
expression of opinion of late in ‘ The 
Builder’ relating to damp walls in old 
buildings and condensation in old and 
new houses, writes a correspondent, MR. 
F. SUMMERS. ‘I thought that my experi- 
ence may perhaps be of help to some 
who have had or are having these 
troubles.’ He continues: 


I purchased my cottage—formerly two 
smaller cottages—some eight years ago, 
and this suffered from damp walls and 
condensation. I will deal with the two 
aspects separately. 


1. Damp Walls.—To cure this, I dug to 
a depth of approximately 18 in. all round 
the cottage a trench about 6 in. wide. 
Against the wall, although some | in. to 
4 in. away from the wall, I placed a 
double course of slates to within 4 in. 
of the proposed finished surface. The 
top was sealed with a non-hygroscopic 
material, e.g. tile, with the exception of 


a number of vents to the air which were 
carried up a few inches above the finished 
level. A good concrete path was then 
laid to the finished level, and care was 
taken that all surface water ran to drains 
and that there was no soakage into the 
soil. Notwithstanding the fact that one 
corner of the cottage is at least 18 in. 
below path level, the water table has been 
lowered so much that all walls are now 
perfectly dry. 


2. Condensation.—The best cure for 
condensation is undoubtedly an extractor 
fan in the kitchen. Care must always 
be taken though with the doors and vents 
that the extractor does not pull the smoke 
and flue gases down chimneys, but this 
really presents no probiem. 


Although I have only a small extractor 
fan, running continuously and consuming 
on the average only 10-15 watts—there 
is a 3-speed control—I never get any con- 
densation anywhere. With the fan run- 
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humidity inside the building. 

Some weeks later we were told our 
roof was ‘still leaking’ and our super- 
visor travelled three hundred miles to 
find the windows still tight shut and the 
trap-door propped permanently open. In 
spite of our advice the general foreman 
had insisted on keeping it open ‘to dry 
out the roof!’ 

Unfortunately there are many who 
think like this general foreman, even to 
the extent of proposing the use of per- 
forated ceilings ‘ to ensure adequate ven- 
tilation of the roof void.’ But, to refer 
back to our earlier example, this would be 
like trying to dry out the scullery, from 
the moisture coming into it from the 
kitchen, by opening the kitchen door still 
wider instead of closing it and opening 
the scullery window! 

Some people are inclined to avoid ven- 
tilating a roof void to the outer air on 
the grounds that they are thereby reduc- 
ing the insulation. The small amount of 
ventilation required to avoid harmful 
condensation in normal circumstances is 
negligible in its effect on heating costs. 
Its effect is certainly far less than if 
the roof or ceiling structure gets damp 
through condensation. 

The subject of condensation in build- 
ings has been dealt with in several recent 
official publications including Building 
Research Station Digest No. 117, ‘ Con- 
densation and the Design of Factory 
Roofs ’ (Dec., 1958), and No. 132, ‘ Con- 
densation in Dwellings’ (March, 1960). 
National Building Studies, Research 
Paper No. 23, ‘Condensation in Sheeted 
Roofs,’ by A. W. Pratt, MSc. AlnstP, of 
the BRS, published by HMSO in 1958, 
price 3s. 6d., provides more concise scien- 
tific information. Agricultural livestock 
buildings are discussed in Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food leaflet 
No. 35, ‘Ventilation and _ Insulation,’ 
HMSO, price Is., and a useful booklet, 
‘Parovents Explained,’ may be obtained 
from Paramount Asphalte, Ltd., of 
London. 


ning fast, all the vapour in our rather 
small kitchen is taken outside imme- 
diately. 

One other use for the extractor fan. 
On those hot clammy summer nights 
we had a few earlier this year—when 
there is no air even with the bedroom 
window wide open, I turn the extraotor 
fan on full and close all doors downstairs 
except the door via the kitchen up- 
stairs. A most refreshing current of cool 
air is then sucked through the bedroom. 


It is perhaps of interest to note also 
that even in the bathroom, due to the 
current of air caused by the extractor fan, 
the bath towels are bone dry in the morn- 
ing after a bath!

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Electrical Floor Warming 


Constructional Problems Discussed 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


THE INSTALLATION of off-peak electric 
floor warming systems is becoming wide- 
spread. Information on those aspects of 
the subject which concern the architect 
and the builder is contained in *‘ Notes on 
the Construction and Finish of Floors 
that are to be Electrically Warmed,’ pub- 
lished in booklet form by the Electricity 
Development Association. Much re- 
search has been carried out, and sufficient 
experience has been accumulated, states 
the writer, to enable the principal re- 
quirements for a successful floor warming 
installation to be put forward for general 
use. 

Floor warming is considered, mainly 
from the structural aspect. Floor con- 
struction, floor finishes, sound and ther- 
mal insulation, damp-proofing and cable 
installation are discussed, and the impor- 
tance of good screeds properly laid is 
emphasised. The information is based on 
experience gathered from many sources 
all over the country since this method 
of heating was introduced, and is corre- 
lated with the work of the Building Re- 
search Station and the relevant British 
Standards and Codes of Practice of the 
British Standards Institution. 

Two main methods of floor construc- 
tion are considered, monolithic and 
layered. In the first method, which is 
generally confined to concrete floors in 
contact with the ground, the heating 
cables, it is explained, may be installed 
on top of the sub-floor and covered by 
the screed while the sub-floor concrete is 
still plastic, or within the concrete floor 
slab while it is being laid. Layered con- 
struction is the method usually employed 
for the construction of suspended floors 
as well as those in contact with the 
ground, in which the structural or sub- 
floor has already hardened before the 
heating cables and the screed are laid. 
This is recommended for domestic and 
public buildings of all types and for many 
commercial structures. 


Method of Control 


In the section devoted to describing the 
method of controlling floor warming 
systems, it is pointed out that with large 
buildings controls which take account of 
external weather conditions should be 
installed to ensure an efficient and econo- 
mica] heating service. The floor warm- 
ing circuits can then be laid out to 
correspond with the orientation of groups 
of rooms, with separate sets of controls 
for the warm and cooler parts of the 
building. 

In the past, trouble has occasionally 
been reported due to the concrete con- 
taining the heating cables not being 
allowed sufficient time to dry before 
switching on, with the result that crack- 
ing occurs. Dealing with this problem 
the booklet states: ‘ All screeds should 
be properly cured in accordance with 
normal good practice, by being kept 
damp for at least seven days after laying, 
in mild weather, and longer in cold 
weather. The period that should subse- 


quently elapse before the first switching 
on of the heat will vary, not only accord- 
ing to the weather, degree of exposure 
and other local conditions, but to the 
mix and thickness of the screed. Under 
average conditions four weeks appears to 


when it is cold or damp.’ 


A study of the booklet leaves the 
reader with the impression that there is 
no difficulty about the installation of 
electric floor warming; it is the cheapest 
heating system to install, since nothing 
more than normal good building practice 
and organisation is called for. Copies of

Delays in Executing Contracts 


‘ Deplorable Lack of Progress at Shrewsbury ' 


AT THE OCTOBER MEETING of the Shrews- 
bury Town Council a demand was made 
for builders to be penalised for delays in 
completing contracts. Reference was 
made to the ‘ deplorable lack of progress ’ 
in building council houses on the new 
900-house estate at Harlescott Grange. It 
was alleged that a building contractor's 
failure to complete a contract for 113 
houses on time was costing the Corpora- 
tion £200 a week in loss of rents and 
rates. 

COUNCILLOR HAROLD MORAN, who made 
this claim, called for figures to be pro- 
duced showing exactly how much money 
the Corporation had lost in the past year 
owing to failures in meeting scheduled 
completion dates. ‘If we have to go 
through the past 12 or 18 months it will 
be to find that none of the contracts is 
completed within six months of the dates 


tendered,’ he added. It was not sufficient 
excuse to say that circumstances were 
beyond the control of the builders con 
cerned. 

‘These people who tender,’ continued 
Councillor Moran, ‘are working in the 
business; they should know the condi- 
tions which operate in their particular 
industry; they should know whether there 
are likely to be any serious shortages of 
materials or labour. The only thing they 
have no control over is the weather.’ 

Referring to one section of the Harles- 
cott Grange Estate where one firm was 
working on a contract for 113 houses 
which should have been finished by Sep- 
tember 15, and where only 15 had been 
completed by September 17, the coun- 
cillor said:‘ I estimate it is costing us £2 
a week in lost rent for every unfinished 
house, which means that from these 98 


London County Council 


North Kensington Development ; London Roads 


{HE PROPOSED comprehensive develop- 
ment of the Kensal New Town area, which 
comprises parts of North Kensington and 
North and South Paddington, was the 
subject of questions at the meeting of the 
London County Council on November 8. 
MR. H. H. S. MONTEFIORE asked the chair- 
men of the Town Planning and Housing 
Committees how many extra people could 
be rehoused in the area by building at 
136 persons an acre as recommended by 
the Council of the Royal Borough of 
Kensington, instead of 100 per acre as 
proposed by the LCC. 

Replying for both committees Mr. 
RICHARD EDMONDS said that, taking 
account of 6.5 acres already approved for 
new housing by Kensington Borough 
Council at 136 persons an acre, an over- 
all density of 136 persons an acre for 
the whole area would represent an in- 
crease of about 400 persons. This was 
less than might be expected because more 
land would be needed for open space for 
the greater population. 

MR. FREDERICK LAWRENCE asked why it 
was ‘not possible to increase the density 
from 100 to 136 persons an acre by 
building higher, as recommended by the 
Kensington Borough Council, without 
sacrificing open space standards. 

In his reply MR. EDMONDS pointed out 
that it was the Council’s policy to pro- 
vide open space to an interim standard 
of 24 acres per 1,000 of the population 
in all areas of extensive residential re- 
development. Any increase in density 
such as was suggested, he continued, 
would therefore require additional open 
space and reduce the area available for 
housing. It was extremely difficult to 
obtain a satisfactory layout at 136 per- 
sons an acre when developing close to 
railways. At Kensal New Town high 
buildings would be necessary to obtain 


reasonable living conditions even at 100 
persons an acre. 


London Road Programme 


Following the decision of the Minister 
of Transport to authorise the Council to 
undertake a programme of London road 
improvements on an increased scale of 
£10m. a year, the chairman of the General 
Purposes Committee, the chairman of 
the Town Planning and Finance Com- 
mittees and the Leader of the Council, 
have decided to bring before the next 
meeting of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee on November 21 a proposal to set 
up a new committee to deal solely with 
the programme of road improvements.

losing nearly £200 a week.’ Councillor 
Moran asked the chairman of the Hous- 
ing Committee, Councillor Mrs. C. E. 
Thickpenny, what amount could be saved 
by implementing the penalty clause and if 
the penalty clause was going to be applied 
in this particular case. 

COUNCILLOR CLIFFORD SMITH said that 
delayed contracts frequently meant in- 
creased costs through rises in the price 
of materials and wage increases. The 
longer a contract was outstanding the 
more it would cost the council. He urged 
the Housing Committee to take some 
action to get the houses completed 
quickly. 

Replying MRS. THICKPENNY said there 
was only a certain amount of labour and 
material available. There was a shortage 
of bricks, and plasterers wese difficult to 
obtain. It was impossible to estimate how 
much money had been lost through 
delayed contracts. 

Pursuing his point, COUNCILLOR MORAN 
said: ‘I consider the situation most 
deplorable and the explanation not very 
satisfactory.’ He repeated his earlier 
query about the implementation of the 
penalty clause, to which MRS. THICKPENNY 
replied that the clause would be applied 
in cases where the reasons given for delay 
were not considered satisfactory. 


Delays in Housing 
Contracts 


Staffs. Councils urged to form 
‘ Protection Society’ 


STAFFORDSHIRE COUNCILS should form a 
* protection society ’ in order that various 
councils’ opinions on building contractors 
could be exchanged and their merits dis- 
cussed, CLLR. JACK GREENAWAY, chairman 
of the Cannock Rural District’s Housing 
Committee, suggested at a meeting of the 
council on November 1. 

He said that tardy building contractors 
were causing those on the council hous- 
ing list to lose ‘ their little slice of happi 
ness,’ and pointed out that there were 
now 300 council houses in the course of 
construction in the area. Since last 
January just over 100 council houses had 
been completed, but private developers 
had completed 150 houses in the same 
time. ‘It would seem some of our con 
tractors are treating the contracts as 
“hospital jobs,”" Cllr. Greenaway de- 
clared. 

At a meeting of Kidderminster RDC 
held also on November 1 a similar point 
was made. CLLR. J. W. WARDLE said that 
at Wolverley, near Kidderminster, where 
work on a council estate was held up by 
a shortage of bricks, private houses were 
‘sprouting up like mushrooms after the 
rain.” Cllr. Wardle said he failed to 
understand how the men and materials 
were made available for private estates 
while the contractors on council estates 
had to wait and wait. 

When other members of the council 
pointed out that local authorities were 
obliged to accept the lowest tender for 
their schemes and that the contractors 
often had to work on ‘shoestring 
budgets,’ Cllr. Wardle commented ‘ then 
it is the Ministry who are responsible.’

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA (NEW SOUTH WALES).—A 
radio-astronomy centre has been estab- 
lished at the University of Sydney to 
build one of the world’s biggest and most 
powerful radio-telescopes. It will have 
2 arms. each 1 mile long. Prof. Messel, 
head of the School of Physics at Sydney 
University, said the site had not yet been 
chosen. Construction would start early 
in 1961 and the telescope would begin 
operating within 2 years. 

AUSTRALIA (WESTERN).—The Loca] Gov- 
ernment Minister has given to the Legis- 
lative Council details of proposed major 
public works in the metropolitan area. 
They include a railway to Kewdale, east 
of Carlisle, with an accompanying freight 
terminal, a passenger terminal station at 
East Perth and a western switch road. 


CANADA (BRITISH COLUMBIA). — Gas 
Trunk Line of BC Ltd. is to construct a 
30-in. pipeline from Fort Nelson extend- 
ing 250 miles southward. Plans have been 
announced, by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, for the reconstruction of 115 build- 
ings in the old gold mining town of 
Barkerville.

The storage capacity 
created by the building of three dams on 
the Columbia River will total 154 m. cu. 
ft. of water. The project will be the 
largest undertaking in Canada since the 
St. Lawrence Seaway. Construction may 
start in 1961 following ratification, when 
the Federal and British Columbian Gov- 
ernments have determined how to share 
the costs. 


CANADA (MANITOBA). — A_ heavy-duty 
bridge is to be constructed across the 
Winnipeg River to serve the plant and 
the proposed townsite area of the White- 
shell Nuclear Research establishment.

Glasgow School Repair Work 


PRIVATE BUILDERS, ‘by the stroke of a 
pen,’ had lost £1 million worth of repair 
work in Glasgow schools by the corpora- 
tion’s decision to give education contracts 
to their own Direct Labour Department. 
This charge was made by Cllr. W. N. 
Samuels at the recent dinner of the 
Glasgow Master Wrights and Builders 
Association. Cllr. Samuels congratulated 
private enterprise on the quality of work 
they had done for the corporation, and 
added: ‘You will get no more so long 
as the present town council is in office. 
It seems to be the theory that to make 
a profit is to make an evil. Last year the 
Direct Labour Department could not do 
£300,000 worth of work.’

Building Decline in South Africa 


A DECLINE in activity in the building 
industry is indicated by third quarter 
figures for plans passed and buildings 
completed in the 18 principal urban areas 
of the Union of South Africa. For the 
first time this year the value of plans 
passed dropped below the corresponding 
total for last year. The value of plans 
passed during September was £5,224,000 
compared with £5,819,000 last year, 
making the total of £48.6m. for the first 
nine months against £46.lm. during the 
same period in 1959. The value of build- 
ings completed during January to Sep- 
tember was £39.3m. this year compared 
with £41.1m. in 1959.

PLASTERBOARD 
PRICES 


The Directors af The British Plaster 
Board (Holdings) Limited have decided 
upon a further reduction in the prices of 
plasterboard, effective from 14th Novem- 
ber, 1960. This has been made possible 
by continued improvements in manufac- 
turing techniques, coupled with increased 
turnover. 


For a number of years the prices of 
plasterboard have been on a uniform 
national basis. However, in the light of 
current conditions which involve substan- 
tial variations in transport costs in various 
consuming areas, and also the unavoidable 
differences in costs of manufacture as 
between individual operating units of the 
Group, it would seem more equitable to 
adopt a zoned price system.
